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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN  AND  BOARD  OF 
PUBLIC  WELFARE 


We  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1940. 

The  year  1940  brought  several  changes  in  the  person- 
nel of  the  official  family  at  the  March  election.  Mr. 
Wright,  who  had  served  the  town  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  for  22  years  with  a  break  of  one  year,  was  re- 
turned to  the  Board  for  his  23rd  year. 

On  April  13th,  Mr.  John  Shanahan,  who  had  served 
the  town  for  16  years  most  efficiently  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  chairman  for  15  years,  due 
to  Federal  requirements  was  forced  to  resign  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  and  also  from  the  Board  of  Public 
Health  and  Welfare.  The  Board  immediately  reor- 
ganized with  Mr.  Howard  Belcher  as  chairman.  They 
immediately  appointed  Mr.  John  Shanahan  as  Welfare 
Agent  for  the  town  and  Miss  Dorothy  Bailey  as  his 
assistant. 

On  May  18th  a  special  election  was  held  and  Mr. 
Francis  H.  Conroy  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired 
term  of  Mr.  Shanahan. 

There  have  been  several  other  changes  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  departments  of  the  town  which  will  be 
recorded  in  the  several  reports. 

.'The  Board  wishes  to  extend  their  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation to  the  heads  of  all  departments  and  the  citizens 
of  the  town  for  their  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  through- 
out the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SOLDIERS  RELIEF  AGENT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Soldiers  Relief 
Agent  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

Upon  accepting  this  appointment,  I  made  a  survey  of 
all  cases  then  on  the  rolls  and  found  there  were  seven 
cases  with  membership  of  twenty-four  persons  continu- 
ously on  the  rolls  due  to  physical  as  well  as  financial 
condition.  All  of  the  remaining  cases  were  being  aided 
due  to  unemployment.  Several  of  these  persons  worked 
out  their  assistance  on  town  work. 

Due  to  the  large  medical  expense  in  some  of  our 
cases,  we  were  unable  to  meet  all  bills  incurred.  These 
unpaid  bills  amount  to  $107.30  and  are  in  the  hands  of 
the  town  accountant. 

In  view  of  the  industrial  outlook  for  the  coming  year  I 
feel  confident  that  we  can  live  within  the  estimate  of 
$5,500.00  and  so  recommend  that  amount. 

State  Aid 

There  were  four  cases  being  aided  through  this  ac- 
count during  the  year,  each  receiving  $10.00  per  month. 
The  appropriation  of  $700.00  was  more  than  was  needed, 
therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $600.00  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  new  year.

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REPORT  OF  WELFARE  AGENT 


To  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  Bureau 
of  Old  Age  Assistance. 

Gentlemen : 

In  compliance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  town,  I  submit 
to  you  my  report  as  Welfare  Agent. 

In  carrying  out  your  instructions  at  the  time  of  my 
appointment,  I  hold  a  meeting  each  Monday  evening 
between  the  hours  of  6  P.  M.  and  8  P.  M.  where  all 
applicants  are  interviewed  and  then  investigations  are 
made.  All  applicants  are  informed  at  time  of  first  in- 
terview that  they  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  my 
decision  to  your  board  if  they  care  to  do  so. 

Temporary  Aid. — Because  of  better  industrial  condi- 
tions, there  has  been  a  40%  drop  in  the  case  load  during 
the  year.  This  employment  betterment,  together  with 
closer  supervision,  has  enabled  us  to  conduct  the  duties 
of  the  position  within  the  appropriation. 

During  the  year,  we  have  assisted  several  persons  in 
securing  employment  with  the  result  that  a  number  of 
cases  that  have  received  some  aid  for  the  past  five  or 
more  years  are  now  definitely  off  the  welfare  rolls. 

All  able-bodied  persons  on  the  rolls  have  been  warned 
that  they  must  secure  and  retain  employment  and  if 
necessary  they  will  be  given  a  physical  examination  to 
determine  if  they  are  able  to  work  and  support  them- 
selves. 

Seven  persons  were  brought  before  the  district  court 
for  desertion  and  non-support  of  their  families.  All 
but  one  person  were  convicted  of  the  complaints  entered 
against  them. 

Welfare  Food  Orders. — Several  meetings  were  held 
with  the  independent  grocers  relative  to  the  handling 
of  the  grocery  orders  given  to  welfare  recipients.  As 
a  result  of  these  conferences,  regulations  were  drawn 
up,  approved  by  your  Board  and  posted  in  all  food 
stores.  Under  these  regulations,  weekly  bills  are  filed 
with  this  office  enabling  us  to  keep  closer  supervision 
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of  the  items  purchased  and  at  the  same  time  watch  our 
appropriation  balance.  This  method  is  also  followed  in 
all  other  commodities  purchased  through  this  depart- 
ment. 

Medical. — Like  all  other  towns,  we  find  that  the  medi- 
cal and  hospital  expense  is  increasing  each  year  despite 
the  fact  that  we  are  receiving  a  10%  discount  on  all 
prescriptions  and  a  reduced  rate  on  all  physicians' 
visits.  The  hospital  problem  is  the  most  serious.  The 
weekly  rate  we  must  pay  is,  in  our  opinion,  exorbitant 
in  view  of  our  yearly  bill  for  such  service.  This  town  is 
not  the  only  town  where  this  situation  is  being  consid- 
ered. Several  conferences  have  been  held  and  it  is 
expected  that  an  adjustment  will  be  made  early  in  the 
new  year. 

The  appropriation  for  Temporary  Aid — $35,000.00 — 
was  sufficient  to  meet  all  our  expense  for  the  year.  We 
were  also  able  to  pay  $540  of  bills  due  other  towns  in 
1941  from  our  1940  account. 

Our  total  expenditure  was  $34,983.09  from  this  ex- 
pense. There  is  due  Abington  from  other  towns  $2,772.37 
and  from  the  state  $7,299.05,  making  a  net  expense  to 
the  town  of  $24,911.67. 

Labor  at  Town  Dump. — Recipients  of  aid  under  this 
account,  together  with  those  men  receiving  other  forms 
of  aid,  were  employed  at  the  dump  during  the  year. 
The  total  labor  employed  there  was  562  hours. 

W.  P.  A.  Commodities. — This  department  is  the  spon- 
sor of  the  food  and  clothing  project.  The  recipients  of 
these  commodities  do  not  have  to  be  on  our  relief  rolls. 
There  are  a  number,  because  of  large  families  and  small 
weekly  income,  eligible  for  this  type  of  aid.  The  total 
cost  of  clothing  distributed  was  $6,594.25  and  food  was 
$11,740.32. 

Industrial  Improvement.  —  In  viewing  the  already 
better  industrial  conditions  in  the  district,  I  am  confident 
that  there  will  be  opportunity  for  persons  on  the  Relief 
and  WPA  rolls  to  secure  private  employment  in  the 
new  year.  This  in  turn  should  lighten  the  relief  burden 
to  the  town.  I  therefore  recommend  that  the  sum  of 
$29,000.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  1941. 
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Aid  to  Dependent  Children. — This  account  has  in- 
creased in  numbers  during  the  year  just  closed.  We 
now  have  14  cases  on  the  rolls.  The  town  appropriated 
$5,200.00  and  there  was  received  from  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment $1,832.31,  the  total  expenditures  being  $6,957.62, 
of  which  amount  there  was  $1,757.62  of  Federal  funds 
used  and  there  is  due  from  the  state  $2,037.92.  The  net 
expense  to  the  town  is  $3,162.08.  I  recommend  the  sum 
of  $6,200.00  be  appropriated  as  the  town's  share  for  1941. 

Old  Age  Assistance- — The  number  of  persons  on  the 
rolls,  and  accordingly  the  expense,  is  increasing  each 
year.  On  January  1, 1940,  there  were  222  persons  receiv- 
ing this  assistance.  December  31,  there  were  239  on  the 
rolls.  The  total  expense  incurred  and  paid  was  $84,- 
544.45.  The  town  appropriated  $39,000.00  plus  a  bond 
issue  of  $10,000.00.  The  federal  grants  were  $35,512.87. 
There  is  due  the  town  from  the  state  $18,547.30  and  from 
other  cities  and  towns  $1,101.58. 

The  hospital  expense  has  become  an  ever  increasing 
problem,  but  this  must  be  expected  in  view  of  the  entire 
account  being  set  up  to  meet  the  needs  of  elderly  men 
and  women. 

I  recommend  the  sum  of  $46,000.00  to  be  raised  and 
appropriated  from  the  tax  levy  as  the  town's  share  of 
the  cost  of  this  type  of  assistance.  This  estimate  is 
based  on  the  $30.00  per  month  minimum  rate.  If  this 
monthly  rate  is  to  be  increased,  we  then  will  be  com- 
pelled to  secure  a  loan  to  meet  the  additional  monthly 
cost.  An  article  for  this  loan  should  be  included  in  the 
annual  town  warrant. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  extend  to  all  who  have 
given  me  their  cooperation  my  sincere  thanks.  The 
public  relief  question  has  become  a  major  item  in  the 
budget  of  every  city  and  town.  The  local  taxpayer  can 
assist  in  keeping  down  this  expense  by  giving  what  in- 
formation he  may  possess  to  us  and  it  will  be  treated 
confidentially.

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REPORT  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Abington  we  respect- 
fully submit  our  report  for  the  year  1940. 

In  submitting  this  our  annual  report  we  wish  again  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  an  appropriation 
to  take  care  of  Tax  Appeal  Court  cases.  Evidently  the 
voters  are  not  aware  of  the  importance  of  this  for  last 
year  they  passed  over  an  Article  in  the  Town  Warrant 
requesting  a  $500  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

During  the  past  year  we  were  called  upon  to  defend 
the  case  brought  against  the  Town  by  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Boston  (Crossett  Administration  Building)  in 
their  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Assessors  to  the 
Appellate  Tax  Appeal  Court.  Had  the  Town  failed  to 
be  represented  it  would  have  been  very  costly  to  them, 
probably  three  times  as  much  as  the  appropriation  asked 
for. 

The  Town  Council  and  our  Board  however  appeared 
in  behalf  of  the  Town  and  are  pleased  to  report,  won 
the  decision. 

We  have  two  more  cases  pending  which  will  come  up 
for  trial  very  shortly  but  without  your  support  we  can- 
not expect  favorable  results. 

Abington's  outlook  as  a  manufacturing  Town  has 
passed,  we  have  but  one  factory  that  is  unoccupied  and 
this  is  owned  by  parties  who  have  failed  to  cooperate. 
A  number  of  manufacturing  concerns  have  tried  to  rent 
this  property  or  part  of  it  but  the  owners  have  refused 
to  do  anything.  We  cannot  expect  them  to  come  to 
Abington  and  build  new  factories  with  so  many  vacant 
ones  in  surrounding  Towns. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  future  of  Abington  lies  in 
making  it  a  residential  Town,  with  its  attractive  new 
schools,  athletic  fields,  parks,  etc.,  we  have  a  wonderful 
opportunity;  in  fact,  one  Development  Company  has 
foreseen  this,  and  are  contemplating  building  a  number 
of  new  houses  here  if  they  can  be  assured  of  the  Town's 
support  such  as  accepting  street  layouts,  and  extending 
water  mains.  We  hope  the  Town  will  take  advantage 
of  this,  as  it  will  increase  our  Real  Estate  valuation  and 
lower  our  Tax  rate  considerably.

The  traffic  situation  is  a  problem  which  must  be  given 
serious  thought  and  consideration.  With  the  coming 
of  the  summer  months  the  traffic  on  the  main  routes 
will  be  tremendously  increased,  due  mainly  to  the  po- 
sition of  Camp  Edwards  on  the  Cape.  The  towns  and 
cities  all  along  the  line  are  making  the  necessary  in- 
creases in  the  traffic  forces.  Abington,  too,  must  meet 
the  situation.  In  my  budget,  as  submitted  to  the  town 
for  1941, 1  am  asking  for  a  larger  appropriation  for  this 
work. 
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Stop-signs  and  traffic  control  lights  are  needed  at 
many  of  the  dangerous  intersections.  I  would  particu- 
larly recommend  a  set  of  lights  installed  at  the  corner 
of  Plymouth  Street  and  Centre  Avenue.  However,  signs 
and  lights  are  of  little  avail  if  there  are  not  sufficient 
funds  to  provide  officers  to  enforce  these  precautionary 
devices. 

I  wish  to  call  your  particular  attention  to  the  amount 
of  money  returned  to  the  town  from  fines  levied 
throughout  the  year  1940.  The  fines  amounted  to 
$613.50. 

Officer  Francis  Conroy  resigned  from  the  force  in  May 
to  take  up  the  duties  of  Selectman  in  the  town. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Honor- 
able Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Courts,  Citizens  of  Ab- 
ington  and  Police  Officers  for  the  cooperation  given  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  THE 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  fifty-eighth  annual  re- 
port of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1940  and  my 
recommendations  for  the  year  1941. 

MANUAL  FORCE  AND  APPARATUS 

On  January  1, 1941,  the  manual  force  consisted  of  two 
permanent  men  and  thirty-three  call  men. 

Deputy  Chief  Minot  Davis,  who  has  been  a  member 
of  the  fire  department  for  forty-five  years  and  Deputy 
Chief  for  twenty  years  resigned  from  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. At  this  time  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to 
Mr.  Davis  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  service  he  has  ren- 
dered to  the  town  over  a  long  period  of  years.  Mr. 
Jesse  Davis  was  appointed  to  Deputy  Chief.  One  mem- 
ber removed  from  town,  automatically  creating  a  va- 
cancy; two  new  members  were  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancies. 

The  apparatus  consists  of : 

ONE  Seagrave  combination  hose,  booster,  and  750 
gallon  per  minute  pumping  engine.  The  tires  on  this 
piece  are  seven  years  old  and  will  have  to  be  replaced 
this  year; 

ONE  Seagrave  double  bank  ladder  truck  with  80 
gallon  booster  tank; 

ONE  Reo  hose  wagon.  This  is  a  1919  Reo  commercial 
truck  and  it  is  impossible  to  secure  replacement  parts 
as  the  manufacturers  have  long  ago  discontinued  to 
make  parts  for  this  model.  The  tires  should  be  replaced 
as  they  were  put  on  in  1934.  Recently,  when  we  had 
occasion  to  replace  an  inner  tube,  we  found  it  very  dif- 
ficult to  secure  one  this  size.  I  would  recommend  that 
this  piece  be  replaced  with  a  triple  combination; 
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ONE  Seagrave  ladder  truck  with  chemical  tanks  and 
locomobile  tractor  attached  in  reserve. 

The  department  has  5,400  feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  450 
feet  iy2  inch  hose  and  400  feet  of  booster  hose  in  service. 
With  the  appropriation  for  new  hose,  200  feet  of  2% 
inch  and  100  feet  of  1%  inch  hose  was  purchased.  In 
the  past  year,  100  feet  of  2%  inch  hose  was  condemned 
as  unfit  for  service.  I  will  recommend  that  $300.  be 
appropriated  for  new  hose. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  consists  of  one  three  circuit 
Gamewell  switch  board  and  storage  battery,  one  three 
circuit  rectifier  set,  one  motor  generator  set,  one  trans- 
mitter, two  tower  bells,  two  tape  registers,  one  com- 
pressed air  whistle,  eleven  tappers  in  the  homes  of 
members  of  the  fire  department,  three  in  the  Fire  Sta- 
tions, thirty-six  street  boxes,  four  phantom  locations, 
and  about  twenty  miles  of  wire. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  had  occasion  to  replace 
parts  in  some  of  the  older  type  boxes  when  they  were 
found  defective.  As  several  of  these  boxes  are  almost 
fifty  years  old,  I  would  recommend  that  at  least  two  be 
replaced  each  year. 

FIRES  AND  ALARMS 
In  1940  the  department  responded  to  thirty-two  box 
alarms,  (ten  of  these  were  false  alarms),  eighty-seven 
telephone  calls,  seven  verbal  calls,  three  forest  fire  sig- 
nals, and  two  fires  reported,  making  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred and  thirty-one  calls.  Forty-six  calls  were  for  fires 
in  buildings,  ten  false  alarms,  six  for  automobiles,  one 
for  a  tree,  one  for  a  dog  in  an  ice  pond,  one  for  a  boy 
in  an  ice  pond,  one  for  ladder  No.  1  to  Whitman,  and 
forty-five  dump,  grass,  and  brush  fires.

In  performing  this  service  the  department  laid  5,550 
feet  of  2%  inch  hose,  500  feet  of  iy2  inch  hose,  4350  feet 
booster  hose,  and  raised  632  feet  of  ladder,  and  used 
17%  gallons  of  chemical. 
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FIRE  STATIONS 


Once  again  I  call  your  attention  to  the  condition  of 
the  Fire  Stations  that  are  very  much  in  need  of  repairs 
and  painting.  A  W.  P.  A.  project  has  been  approved 
and  the  work  is  to  start  in  the  spring  of  1941. 


In  the  conclusion  of  this  report,  I  wish  to  commend 
Walter  Danieloff,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department, 
for  his  heroic  action  in  the  rescue  of  John  Salginewicz 
from  the  icy  waters  of  Island  Grove  Pond,  Friday,  De- 
cember 13,  1940.  The  rescue  performed  by  Danieloff 
was  one  that  should  receive  more  than  commendation 
because  it  was  performed  at  the  risk  of  his  own  life. 

I  also  wish  to  commend  Raymond  Thompson  and 
George  Litchfield  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  Willard 
Nickerson  of  the  Water  Department,  for  their  assist- 
ance in  the  rescue. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Chief  and 
members  of  the  Police  Department,  and  all  who  have 
assisted  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duty  as  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Dapartment.

I  herewith  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the 
Forest  Warden  for  the  year  1940  and  my  recommenda- 
tions for  1941. 

In  the  past  year  there  were  forty-five  dump,  grass, 
and  brush  fires,  seven  less  than  the  year  1939.  As  in 
past  years  a  large  number  of  these  fires  were  caused 
by  persons  who  failed  to  even  secure  a  permit,  and  if 
a  permit  was  requested  on  some  of  the  days  that  fires 
occurred,  the  permit  would  have  been  refused  and  the 
resultant  fires  prevented. 

The  Department  of  Conservation  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  Forest  Fire  Patrol  car  that  has 
covered  the  northern  section  of  Plymouth  County  has 
in  the  past  issued  only  a  warning  where  violations  of 
the  law  was  found.  I  have  been  informed  by  the  Dis- 
trict Forest  Warden  that  more  severe  measures  will  be 
taken  in  the  future. 

Permits  can  be  secured  at  the  Fire  Station  at  North 
Abington  and  at  the  town  office  at  Abington. 

I  will  recommend  that  $500.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
control  and  extinguishing  of  forest  fires.

I  here  with  submit  the  report  of  the  Moth  Superin- 
tendent for  the  year  1940. 

During  1940,  we  sprayed  all  the  streets  in  town  once, 
with  the  exception  of  Brockton  Avenue,  Randolph  and 
Bedford  Street.   These  were  sprayed  by  the  State. 

Due  to  the  heavy  infestation  of  elm  beetle  in  some 
parts  of  the  town,  I  feel  that  we  should  appropriate  suf- 
ficient money  to  spray  the  trees  twice,  once  early  for 
elm  beetle,  and  later  for  gypsy  moth. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Town  of  Abington  has  never  seen  fit  to  appropriate  the 
amount  for  which  they  are  liable  further  W.  P.  A.  Pro- 
jects for  Moth  Control  will  not  be  granted. 

I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dol- 
lars ($1,800.00)  be  appropriated  for  the  year  1941.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


We  herewith  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1940. 

We  call  to  your  attention  the  number  of  reportable 
cases  reported  to  us  during  the  year.  The  number, 
while  small,  does  not  give  us  a  true  picture  of  the  num- 
ber of  cases  active  in  this  town  during  the  year.  This 
situation  is  brought  about  by  the  lack  of  co-operation 
of  the  parents  in  not  notifying  this  office  when  members 
of  their  family  are  sick  with  any  of  the  several  types  of 
contagious  diseases.  This  non-cooperative  spirit  may 
later  be  the  cause  of  a  serious  epidemic. 

TOWN  DUMP 

In  the  spring  of  1940,  it  was  necessary  to  secure  the 
services  of  a  bulldozzer  in  order  to  push  into  the  swamp 
the  accummulation  of  rubbish  of  the  previous  winter. 
Once  this  was  done  we  then  used  the  ablebodied  wel- 
fare men,  under  the  supervision  of  the  welfare  agent, 
in  keeping  the  dump  cleaned  and  levelled  during  the 
year.  The  work  provided  by  the  welfare  men  was  to 
the  extent  of  562  man  hours  in  the  year.  We  recommend 
that  a  wire  fence,  with  gates,  be  erected  along  Central 
Street,  and  that  a  man  be  employed  from  April  to  No- 
vember each  year  in  caring  for  this  place,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  welfare  men  when  needed. 

COUNTY  HOSPITAL 

An  unusual  condition  prevailed  since  September  as 
to  patients  from  this  town  receiving  treatment  at  the 
hospital.  Due  to  better  physical  conditions  our  last 
cases  there  were  discharged,  as  improved,  in  Septem- 
ber and  so  far  there  have  been  no  local  cases  entered. 

GARBAGE  CONTRACT 

The  present  contract  expires  April  30,  1941.  This 
has  been  a  very  satisfactory  service,  we  recommend 
that  this  board  be  authorized  to  enter  into  another  con- 
tract and  that  an  appropriation  be  provided  to  meet 
the  expense.

ASSOCIATION,  INC.,  FOR  1940 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

It  is  a  peasure  to  submit  the  following  Annual  Report 
of  the  Abington  Visiting  Nurse  Association  for  1940. 
It  has  been  a  pleasant  and  prosperous  year,  due  mainly 
to  the  splendid  support  given  the  President  by  the 
Board  members.   My  sincere  thanks  to  them. 

Our  Annual  Drive  for  funds  in  the  Spring  showed  a 
slight  increase  the  first  time  since  1936,  which  is  very 
gratifying. 

In  February,  our  acting  Visiting  Nurse,  Mrs.  Gooch, 
who  was  substituting  while  Miss  Franzen  took  a  Public 
Health  Course,  cooperated  with  the  State  in  the  re- 
classification of  Tuberculosis  patients,  giving  them  an 
opportunity  to  be  X-rayed  and  possibly  removed  from 
the  list.  The  big  snow  storm  brought  this  work  to  a 
close  for  the  time  being,  after  seven  had  been  X-rayed 
and  six  removed  from  the  list. 

The  usual  Toxoid  Immunization  Clinic  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Nurse 
was  carried  on  to  protect  pre-school  children  from 
Diphtheria. 

Our  Well  Child  Conferences  have  been  held  as  usual, 
conducted  by  Dr.  Alice  E.  Butler,  Pediatrician  from 
Boston,  and  assisted  by  Miss  Franzen  our  Visiting  Nurse. 
We  are  very  grateful  to  those  Board  Members  who  used 
their  cars  for  transporting  babies  who  otherwise  would 
not  have  been  able  to  attend. 

Our  Ways  and  Means  Committee  has  been  very  ac- 
tive this  year,  raising  funds  enough  to  complete  the 
fund  for  replacement  of  the  nurses  car,  which  is  six 
years  old,  and  a  committee  has  been  appointed  to  pur- 
chase a  new  car. 

Four  children  were  sent  to  the  Bailey  Health  Camp 
for  the  summer.  The  sale  of  Christmas  seals  paid  for 
three,  and  an  anonymous  gift  through  the  Plymouth 
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County  Health  Association  paid  for  the  fourth.  All 
four  children  showed  marked  improvement  after  a 
summer  in  the  open  air. 

Our  Tuberculosis  Committee  made  visits  to  the  Ply- 
mouth County  Hospital  and  took  gifts  to  Abington 
patients.  Since  June,  however,  there  have  been  no  Ab- 
ington patients  in  the  hospital. 

Our  Blind  friends  have  received  the  usual  attention 
through  the  thought  and  kindness  of  our  Friendship 
Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the  town  organiza- 
tions. 

This  year  we  have  had  the  backing  of  a  Medical  Ad- 
visory Board,  comprised  of  Doctors  Kelly,  Record  and 
Lydon,  and  we  greatly  appreciate  the  help  they  have 
given  us. 

In  the  interest  of  Public  Health  work,  the  President 
and  Board  Members  have  attended  many  State  and 
local  meetings  and  conferences. 

May  we  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere 
thanks  to  the  town  organizations,  and  all  individuals 
who  have  so  generously  contributed  toward  the  sup- 
port of  our  Association  during  1940.

During  the  months  of  February,  March,  April,  and 
May  the  nurse  was  given  a  leave  of  absence  in  order  to 
take  a  four  months  course  in  Public  Health  Nursing. 
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From  November  18  to  November  29,  1940  the  nurse 
attended  an  instructors  course  in  first  aid  given  by  Dr. 
W.  J.  Fenton  from  the  National  Red  Gross.  This  en- 
ables the  nurse  to  instruct  Junior,  Standard,  and  Ad- 
vanced Red  Gross  First  Aid  courses.  Realizing  the  im- 
portance of  this  first  aid  training  for  the  general  public, 
courses  are  to  be  started  in  February  1941.

The  December  conference  was  postponed  until  Jan- 
uary 3, 1941  due  to  the  prevalence  of  colds. 

There  were  96  children  who  attended  these  confer- 
ences during  the  year.  Transportation  was  provided 
for  those  children  and  their  mothers  who  were  unable 
to  have  their  own  transportation  due  to  unfavorable 
weather  or  to  distance  from  the  Legion  Hall. 

A  fee  of  fifty  cents  is  asked  of  those  that  feel  that  they 
can  afford  to  pay.  Fees  collected  amounted  to  $27.50. 

The  primary  function  of  these  conferences  is  to  safe- 
guard and  to  promote  the  normal  growth  and  well  being 
of  the  child  from  birth  to  school  age,  through  the  con- 
tinuing guidance  and  education  of  the  parents  in  meet- 
ing their  responsibilities  toward  their  growing  children. 

As  in  previous  years  the  number  of  children  seen  by 
the  physician  at  each  Conference  has  been  limited  to 
12  in  order  that  each  mother  may  discuss  her  problems 
with  the  doctor  and  so  receive  some  real  valuable  help. 
Each  child  receives  a  thorough  physical  examination, 
recommendations  for  correction  of  defects  are  made, 
prescriptions  for  formulae  and  diets,  and  instruction 
regarding  general  care  and  habit  training  are  stressed. 
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DIPHTHERIA  TOXOID  IMMUNIZATION  CLINICS 
During  the  months  of  April,  May,  and  June  there  were 
seven  Diphtheria  Toxoid  Immunization  Clinics  held  un- 
der the  sponsorship  of  the  local  Board  of  Health  for 
grammar  school  and  pre-school  children.  The  clinics 
were  conducted  by  the  local  physicians  with  the  help 
of  the  school  and  the  visiting  nurse.  Twenty-eight 
pre-school  children  received  the  diphtheria  toxoid  im- 
munization and  two  were  unable  to  complete  the  three 
injections  due  to  communicable  disease.

Tarvia  was  applied  on  the  following  streets,  Birch, 
West,  Pine,  East,  Spruce,  Camp,  Battery,  Plain,  Arch, 
Wales,  Highland,  Morton,  Cleverly,  Pearl,  Shaw  Ave., 
Lantern  Lane,  Hamilton,  Clark,  Winthrop,  Bates,  Suf- 
folk, Temple,  Washington,  S.  (by  the  Willows),  Rail- 
road, Platts,  Brookline,  Dunbar,  Cherry,  Walnut,  Thax- 
ter  Ave.,  Bank,  Belmont,  Orange,  Cliff,  Everett,  E. 
Chapel,  Cottage,  Granite,  Quincy,  Progress,  Pilgrim, 
Brockton  Ave.,  Washington  (Center)  and  Central  St. 

The  north  half  of  Lake  Street,  was  widened  and  tarred 
and  the  west  end  of  Shaw  Avenue  was  completed. 

Ashland,  Washington,  Summer  and  Birch  Sts.  were 
graveled  and  tarred  after  the  drainage  was  completed. 

Adams  Street  was  graveled  and  Tar  applied  from 
Birch  Street  to  the  bridge  and  the  bridge  was  rebuilt 
and  Catch  Basin  installed. 


A  new  drainage  system  was  built  on  Washington  St.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 


The  Public  Library  Trustees  present  their  sixty-third 
annual  Report. 

The  increase  in  appropriation  for  the  Libraries  has 
been  apparent  in  service  rendered  to  the  public.  In  the 
report  of  last  year  it  was  noted  that  a  decided  loss  in  cir- 
culation had  occurred.  This  year  we  note  the  loss  sus- 
tained from  last  year  had  been  overcome  and  a  large 
gain  accomplished.  New  books  constitute  the  life  blood 
of  a  Library  and  with  the  increased  finances  more  new 
books  have  been  purchased  which  has  brought  about  the 
increase  in  circulation  which  proves  most  gratifying. 
A  slight  loss  in  the  reading  of  non-fiction  has  been  noted 
and  this  is  due,  without  doubt,  to  the  fact  that  the  Nash 
Fund  has  not  been  available  for  use.  From  this  Fund 
the  greater  part  of  the  best  non-fiction  has  been  pur- 
chased. Some  new  reference  books  have  been  added 
this  year  but  the  great  need  of  the  Library  is  sufficient 
funds  to  replace  books,  and  buy  new  ones,  used  by  stud- 
ents for  their  required  reading.  The  schools  and  the 
libraries  are  the  two  institutions  directly  concerned  in 
the  educational  development  of  the  community.  This 
being  the  case  it  is  necessary  that  we  work  to  supple- 
ment, in  all  possible  ways,  the  work  of  the  schools. 

Owing  to  court  procedure  the  Nash  Fund  is  still  un- 
available and  this  greatly  hampers  the  Library  in 
building  up  the  collection  of  non-fiction  and  the  classics. 
Many  collections  have  been  borrowed  from  the  State 
Library,  and  some  from  other  towns,  which  have  proved 
their  value  to  the  patrons  of  the  Library  throughout 
the  year. 

Go-operation  with  the  Massachusetts  Educational 
Program  has  been  carried  out  through  the  University 
Extension  and  the  certified  reading  courses.  A  Founda- 
tion Collection  has  been  established.  All  the  existing 
books  of  the  original  purchase  for  the  fundation  of  the 
Library  have  been  placed  in  a  special  collection  which 
will  be  known  as  the  Foundation  Collection.  This  is 
a  permanent  collection  for  historic  interest  and  will 
be  maintained  as  such. 
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The  reclassification  of  non-fiction  collection  has  been 
started.  This  is  a  work  which  will  of  necessity  extend 
over  a  period  of  months  but  which  will  be  of  permanent 
value  when  completed.  One  of  the  most  interesting  of 
the  Library's  projects  this  year  has  been  the  contact 
with  the  "Children's  Federation."  Through  this  con- 
tact discarded  books  from  our  stacks  have  been  cleaned 
and  mended  in  our  workroom  and  sent  out  to  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  children  to  whom  a  "new"  book  is  a  rare 
and  exciting  thing.  These  books  which  have  out  lived 
their  usefulness  in  our  Library  have  been  received  with 
much  appreciation  where  the  need  was  great.  Since 
we  believe  it  is  important  to  maintain  the  Public  Library 
as  a  center  of  information  a  special  effort  has  been 
made  to  fulfill  not  only  the  regular  reference  work  but 
also  the  many  requests  which  lie  outside  the  regular 
routine.  Illustrative  of  this  was  a  letter  which  came  to 
the  Library  from  Illinois  asking  that  samples  of  the 
various  types  of  local  soil  be  sent  from  this  district. 
This  task  was  undertaken  and  completed.  The  Book 
Service  for  Shut-Ins  which  was  instituted  last  year  has, 
because  of  its  success,  been  expanded. 

A  final  purchase  of  book  supports  has  been  made,  thus 
giving  each  shelf  in  the  library  its  own  support.  This 
adds  immeasurably  to  the  preservation  of  the  books  and 
the  appearance  of  the  shelves. 

The  regular  work  of  the  upkeep  has  gone  on  as  usual 
through  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  books  which  have 
rebound  five  hundred  and  sixty  volumes  have  been 
mended  in  the  library  workroom. 

Book  Week  and  special  occasions  have  been  noted  and 
observed  in  much  the  usual  manner. 

The  beautiful  Christmas  tree  and  decorations  added 
much  to  the  Holiday  season  and  were  appreciated  by 
the  Library  patrons. 

The  Library  has  again  been  available  for  meetings  of 
the  Literature  Class  of  the  Woman's  Club.  A  gift  of 
Money  from  this  Class  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  This 
gift  was  used  in  the  purchase  of  science  books  for  the 
children's  room. 

One  change  in  the  library  personnel  has  occurred 
within  the  year.  Mrs.  Burton  Freeman  who  has  been 
assistant  librarian  for  several  years  resigned,  because  of 
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ill  health,  in  the  fall.  Mrs.  Freeman  has  given  consci- 
entious faithful  service  and  the  Trustees  express  to  her 
their  appreciation.  Miss  Waitstill  Freeman  has  been 
appointed  as  assistant  librarian.  Miss  Freeman  has  al- 
ready proved  her  worth  and  the  Trustees  are  fortunate 
in  securing  her  services.  With  the  untiring  work  and 
unusual  efficiency  of  Miss  Stone,  our  librarian,  the 
trustees  are  assured  of  progressive  library  work. 

The  Trustees  regret  to  record  the  resignation,  near 
the  close  of  the  year,  of  Mr.  Frank  Sanderson  who  has 
served  the  Board  as  President  since  1927.  These  years 
of  faithful  and  devoted  service  have  been  of  much  value 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  wish  for  him  years  of  pleasant 
leisure  free  from  public  duties. 

NORTH  ABINGTON  LIBRARY 

Again  the  Library  records  the  passing  of  a  quiet  year 
of  devoted  and  efficient  labor  on  the  part  of  the  librarian 
Miss  Alice  H.  Arnold,  her  assistant,  Miss  Amy  L.  Glid- 
den,  and  their  capable  co-workers,  Mrs.  James  H.  Morss 
and  Miss  Beatrice  Bailey.  Two  accomplishments  worthy 
of  note  were  the  replacement  of  many  outworn  and  out- 
dated books  in  the  children's  alcove,  and  the  bringing 
of  the  larger  portion  of  the  catalogue  into  conformity 
with  the  shelves.  All  persons  familiar  with  libraries 
are  aware  of  the  effort  involved  in  the  latter  task. 

The  exhibitions  of  the  year,  arranged  by  Miss  Chris- 
tine Curtis,  were  as  follows: —  period  doll  of  the  1880's, 
costumed  by  Florence  Barkley  of  New  York  City,  land- 
scapes in  oil  by  Mary  Louise  Gordon  of  Braintree, 
Laura  Mackay  of  Belmont  and  Manley  Butler  of  Ded- 
ham,  travel  photographs  taken  by  George  W.  Stetson 
of  Hingham,  paintings  of  trees,  in  oil  and  watercolor, 
by  Louise  Mossgraber  of  Hingham,  watercolors  by  Ruth 
Mackay  of  Belmont,  and  photographs  by  Helen  Lugow- 
ski  of  North  Abington.  In  April  the  Old  Colony  Phil- 
atelic Association  placed  on  view  a  very  fine  stamp  col- 
lection, in  honor  of  the  centenary  of  stamps.  In  addi- 
tion the  room  was  often  decorated  for  special  occasions, 
and  was  opened  for  a  gathering  of  the  Garden  Club  and 
for  several  of  the  literature  meetings  of  the  Woman's 
Club.  Displays  of  current  books  have  occupied  the  win- 
dow of  the  vacant  store  in  the  Winthrop  Block,  an  ideal 
location  for  the  purpose. 
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By  the  will  of  Miss  Addie  L.  Conger,  whose  interest 
in  its  affairs  had  been  constant  and  discerning,  the 
sum  of  $5,000  was  bequeathed  to  the  North  Branch  of  the 
Abington  Public  Library,  the  interest  to  be  used  in  such 
manner  as  should  seem  best  to  the  Trustees.  On  May 
3,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  following  reso- 
lution was  passed: — 

"The  Trustees  of  the  Abington  Public  Library,  on  be- 
half of  the  North  Abington  Library,  acknowledge  with 
deep  appreciation  the  receipt  of  a  legacy  of  $5,000  from 
the  estate  of  Miss  Addie  L.  Conger.  The  bequest  will  be 
known  as  the  Addie  L.  Conger  Fund,  and  every  effort 
will  be  made  to  administer  it  in  accordance  with  the 
wishes  of  the  donor.  It  is  a  substantial  addition  to  the 
resources  of  the  Library,  and  will  be  a  lasting  memorial 
to  a  generous  benefactor." 

The  first  disbursement  from  this  fund  will  be  for  the 
replacement  of  worn  books  which  have  proved  their 
permanent  value. 

As  usual,  the  Georgiana  S.  Reed  and  the  Unitarian 
Funds  were  devoted  to  general  literature  and  the  Ger- 
trude M.  Gleason  to  the  purchase  of  a  group  of  books 
for  children  in  connection  with  book  week.  The  Blan- 
che Arnold  Sylvester  was  applied  to  the  acquisition  of 
a  vivid  color  print  entitled  "The  Guitar  Player,"  by 
Francis  Smith,  and  five  books  relating  to  art:  Modern 
American  Painting,  New  Standard  Dictionary  of  Art, 
Marionettes,  Fist  Puppetry,  and  Practical  Woodcarving 
Projects.  In  the  selection  of  the  picture  Miss  Curtis 
made  a  very  happy  choice.  The  gift  of  the  Woman's 
Club  was  spent  for  Audubon's  America,  one  of  the  out- 
standing publications  of  the  year,  "This  is  my  own," 
by  Rockwell  Kent,  equally  notable  in  a  different  field, 
and  a  treatise  on  herb  cookery  by  Irene  Hoffman.  A 
long  desired  addition  to  the  reference  books,  the  Comp- 
ton  Encyclopedia,  was  provided  from  the  general  ap- 
propriation. Many  donations  were  made  by  individual 
patrons,  whose  interest  in  the  Library  is  greatly  valued. 

In  the  possession  of  private  funds  the  Library  is  in- 
deed fortunate,  but  the  foundation  on  which  the  insti- 
tution rests  is  the  appropriation  from  the  town.  The 
generous  increase  in  the  allotment  for  the  year  made  it 
possible  to  meet  far  more  adequately  the  needs  and  de- 
sires of  the  reading  public.  Knowing  that  the  Library 
can  use  to  the  advantage  of  the  community  whatever 
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resources  may  be  placed  in  its  hands,  the  trustees  wish 
to  express  their  warm  appreciation  of  this  more  liberal 
policy.  In  the  hope  that  it  may  continue,  they  ask  that 
the  sum  of  $5250,  in  addition  to  the  dog  fund,  be  voted 
for  the  year  1941.

The  project  for  reforestation  in  Island  Grove  was 
started  too  late  in  May  and  only  260  young  pines  were  set 
out  before  warm  weather  prevented  completion.  We 
were  unsuccessful  in  reopening  the  project  in  the  fall 
due  to  lack  of  sufficient  qualified  labor.

In  our  last  report  we  recommended  a  small  Field 
House  be  built  on  the  property  as  soon  as  finances  could 
be  arranged.  This  matter  is  still  under  advisement, 
but  as  yet  we  have  no  definite  plan. 

The  field  was  used  more  than  ever  last  year,  some 
days  as  many  as  110  children  being  counted  on  the 
premises. 

The  tennis  courts  were  kept  very  busy  and  at  the  end 
of  the  season  a  championship  tournament  was  conduct- 
ed in  which  sixty  players  participated.  Swimming  les- 
sons were  given  daily  with  fifty-one  boys  and  girls  reg- 
istering as  beginners. 

First  Aid  was  administered  to  thirty- two  persons  for 
minor  bruises  and  cuts.  We  are  glad  to  report  no  seri- 
ous injuries  or  accidents  occurred.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


The  Water  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report  on  the  Abington  Water  Works  for  the 
year  1940  and  our  recommendations  for  the  future.  The 
report  of  the  Joint  Water  Board  of  Abington  and  Rock- 
land will  be  fund  elsewhere  in  this  book. 

A  new  ten-inch  cast-iron  main  has  been  laid  from 
Lincoln  Street  to  Shaw  Avenue  Extension,  a  distance  of 
1700  feet,  as  a  W.  P.  A.  project.  This  pipe  is  in  Sylvan 
Court  (Finnegans  Court)  and  in  easements  through 
the  lands  of  Sven  Lievo  and  Elbridge  Atwood  and  will 
soon  be  connected  with  the  existing  six-inch  dead-end  in 
Shaw  Avenue  Extension  by  the  laying  of  300  feet  of 
ten-inch  pipe.  This  pipe  is  intended  to  provide  a  larger 
connection  between  the  Lincoln  Street  standpipe  and 
the  pumping  station  and  the  other  storage  facilities 
at  Beech  Hill  and  Rockland  and  will  improve  the  equal- 
izing of  levels  in  the  standpipes,  reduce  the  friction  head 
of  the  force  main,  and  increase  the  flow  from  Lincoln 
Street.  The  laying  of  ten-inch  pipe  should  be  continued 
through  Shaw  Avenue,  Adams  Street  and  Birch  Street 
to  Plymouth  Street  and  there  connect  with  the  existing 
ten-inch  main.  It  should  also  be  continued  in  Washing- 
ton Street  from  Shaw  Avenue  to  Central  Street. 

In  Glendale  Street,  so-called,  there  has  been  laid  393 
feet  of  1%  inch  copper  tubing  from  the  six-inch  main 
in  Bedford  Street,  through  an  easement. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  March  1940,  the  Town  voted 
to  abolish  the  advance  payment  of  $4.50  due  on  July  1, 
1940  as  recommended  by  your  Commissioners  and  this 
was  carried  out.  Water  takers  now  pay  for  water  only 
after  it  has  been  used.  In  1939  we  announced  that  a  re- 
duction in  rates  could  be  made  and  new  rates  were  es- 
tablished  effective  July  1,  1940,  which  are  11  per  cent 
lower  than  the  previous  rates.  The  minimum  charge 
remains  at  $9.00  as  the  cost  of  laying  and  maintaining 
service  connections  has  increased  rather  than  decreased 
because  of  the  increase  in  hard-surfaced  streets. 
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The  suit  in  equity  filed  by  the  Joint  Board  in  1939 
against  the  Sandy  Bottom  Bog  company,  owners  of 
about  27  acres  of  cranberry  bogs  and  other  land  between 
Little  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  and  Great  Sandy  Bottom 
Pond,  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Plymouth,  was  referred 
to  Honorable  Stewart  B.  McLeod  as  Master  and  the 
case  has  been  on  trial  at  the  Brockton  Court  House  on 
several  days  from  April  to  December.  The  Joint  Board 
is  represented  by  Attorney  John  R.  Wheatley.  This 
suit  seeks  to  restrain  the  owners  of  the  Sandy  Bottom 
Bog  Company  from  polluting  the  water  of  our  supply, 
Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond,  and  from  interf erring  with 
the  natural  flow  of  water  through  the  inlet  from  Little 
Sandy  Bottom  Pond.  The  Town  of  Pembroke  tried 
to  intervene  in  this  case  but  were  unsuccessful.  All  the 
evidence  is  now  in  and  the  case  was  argued  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1940  before  the  Master.  It  will  now  go  to  the 
Superior  Court  on  the  findings  of  the  Master. 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  with- 
drawn, by  its  vote  on  December  10,  1940,  the  authority 
it  delegated  to  the  Joint  Board  to  issue  permits  for 
boating,  fishing  and  taking  ice  in  Great  Sandy  Bottom 
Pond  as  in  the  sanitary  protection  rules  laid  down  on 
July  19,  1927. 

Requests  have  been  received  for  extension  of  the 
mains  in  Green  Street,  Temple  Street  Extension  and  a 
proposed  street  between  Brockton  Avenue  and  Mill 
Street,  the  latter  being  in  a  proposed  building  develop- 
ment. These  mains  should  be  laid  as  an  inducement 
to  building. 

The  Joint  Board  plans  to  have  the  force  main  from 
the  pumping  station  to  Beech  Hill  cleaned  in  1941.  This 
will  reduce  pumping  costs  and  increase  the  capacity  of 
the  station  which  is  limited  by  the  friction  of  the  force 
main. 

A  new  light  truck  was  purchased  and  replaces  a 
passenger  car  formerly  used  for  light  work  such  as 
meter  setting.  Almost  half  of  the  hydrants  were  in- 
stalled in  1886  and  are  near  the  end  of  their  useful  ser- 
vice and  are  being  replaced  as  fast  as  funds  are  avail- 
able. 
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In  the  northwest  corner  of  the  town,  west  of  Beaver 
Brook,  is  a  square  mile  of  territory  without  water. 
Chestnut  and  Quincy  Streets  are  the  only  improvements 
there  to  date  and  there  are  but  few  houses.  Requests 
have  been  made  from  one  or  two  property  owners  for 
water  service  and  hydrant  protection  and  inquiries  have 
been  received  from  land  owners  about  the  prospects 
of  water  service.  This  land  is  the  highest  in  the  town 
and  that  fact  would  probably  necessitate  an  elevated 
tank  and  a  booster  pump.  This  problem  is  being  studied 
but  we  have  no  recommendation  to  make  at  this  time.

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REPORT  OF  JOINT  BOARD 


To  the  Joint  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Abing- 
ton  and  Rockland. 

Gentlemen : 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Joint  Superintendent  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1940. 

The  usual  analysis  of  water  from  Great  Sandy  Bottom 
Pond  and  Little  Sandy  Pond  has  been  made  by  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health,  also  samples  of  water  from 
Great  Sandy  Bottom  Pond  were  mailed  each  month 
from  March  to  December  inclusive  to  Lawrence  Ex- 
periment Station  for  bacterial  examination.  All  Hy- 
drants were  tested  during  the  year  and  one  replaced. 

The  old  check  valve  on  the  centrifugal  line  at  the 
Station  has  been  replaced  with  a  new  one,  also  a  new 
gate  valve  on  same  line  which  enables  repairs  to  be 
made  on  either  line  while  the  other  pump  is  in  opera- 
tion. 

The  brush  along  our  main  pipe  line  through  the 
swamp  in  back  of  Hanson  Fire  Department  building 
has  been  cut  and  cleared  away,  but  there  are  some  trees 
on  this  line  which  should  be  cut  down  to  make  a  pas- 
sageway. The  owner  of  the  property  objected  to  the 
trees  being  taken  down. 

Extra  labor  was  required  cleaning  shores  of  pond 
and  this  should  be  continued  this  coming  year. 

The  cottage  owners  around  the  pond  with  few  ex- 
ceptions have  kept  their  property  in  good  condition, 
these  few  exceptions  requires  inspections  frequently. 

The  Altitude  valves  at  Beech  Hill  and  Abington 
Standpipes  have  proven  very  satisfactory. 

There  are  two  Ghlorinators  at  Pumping  Station.  The 
Paradon  machine  was  purchased  in  1932  and  the  Pardee 
machine  in  1936.  The  Pardee  machine  has  operated 
every  day  for  four  and  one-half  years  and  given  good 
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service  with  few  minor  repairs  and  is  in  good  condi- 
tion at  present  time,  but  should  there  be  a  delay  in  re- 
pairing this  machine,  the  Paradon  is  not  very  reliable. 

Some  repairs  should  be  made  on  end  of  intake  pipe. 

Three  new  services  were  added,  and  three  leaks  re- 
paired, one  in  main  and  two  on  services. 

The  Financial  Report  of  the  Joint  Works  will  be 
found  under  the  Report  of  the  Water  Registrar.

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COMMITTEE  TO  CONSOLIDATE  TOWN  OFFICES 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

The  Committee  reappointed  at  the  last  annual  Town 
Meeting  to  investigate  the  consolidation  of  Town  offices 
and  employment  of  a  Town  Manager  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report. 

Continued  study  of  the  duties  and  salaries  paid  in 
Abington  and  towns  of  similar  population  and  income 
has  convinced  your  Committee  that  the  town  is  not 
large  enough  to  warrant  employment  of  a  Town  Mana- 
ger. The  combined  salaries  of  the  present  town  officers 
whose  duties  are  generally  taken  over  by  a  Manager  are 
not  sufficient  to  attract  a  man  of  (he  required  ability. 
Consequently,  no  saving  in  salaries  could  be  expected. 
The  centralization  of  purchases  would  result  in  some 
economy,  but  it  is  improbable  that  the  saving  so  realized, 
plus  the  salaries  of  the  offices  taken  over,  would  prove 
attractive  to  a  satisfactory  candidate. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  duties  of 
the  Park  Commissioners  and  Memorial  Trustees  might 
well  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  Committee  to  have 
full  charge  of  the  Town's  recreational  facilities.  An 
article  authorizing  this  has  been  placed  in  the  warrant. 

The  work  to  date  indicates  that  the  relatively  small 
size  of  the  town  makes  impossible  any  important  econ- 
omies through  the  consolidation  of  offices  or  the  employ- 
ment of  a  Town  Manager,  and  that  the  improvement  in 
efficiency  and  service  to  the  citizens  is  largely  a  matter 
of  opinion. 

Definite  instructions  from  the  voters  as  to  the  desir- 
ability of  continuing  the  work  and  as  to  matters  to  be 
considered  would  be  appreciated.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
GRADE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1938  $2,000  was  appro- 
priated for  plans  to  include  repairs  for  the  Dunbar 
Street  School,  the  construction  of  a  new  school,  at  Dun- 
bar Street  and  at  Adams  Street,  likewise  plans  for  a 
complete  central  unit,  housing  the  entire  grammar 
grades  of  the  town.  A  preliminary  committee  was  to 
report  at  a  special  town  meeting  to  be  called  not  later 
than  ninety  days  from  date. 

At  a  special  town  meeting  held  July  26,  1938,  it  was 
voted  to  construct  two  grade  school  buildings,  one  at 
North  Abington  on  the  site  of  the  Adams  Street  School, 
and  one  in  Center  Abington,  off  Thaxter  Avenue  and 
Walnut  Street.  Pursuant  to  this  vote  the  Moderator 
appointed  the  following  committee  to  proceed  with  the 
construction :  Russell  H.  Wheatley,  Fred  Curtis,  D.  Leo 
Donovan,  Edwin  S.  Wales,  James  B.  Keith,  Benjamin  W. 
Farnham  and  John  F.  Coughlan.  Russell  H.  Wheatley 
was  elected  chairman;  Edwin  S.  Wales,  financial  secre- 
tary, and  John  F.  Coughlan,  clerk. 

i v  The  town  voted  to  raise  $133,000.00  by  a  bond  issue 
in  conjunction  with  a  Government  grant  of  $110,454.00 
from  the  Public  Works  Administration.  The  sum  of 
$2,000.00  previously  raised  for  preliminary  plans  was 
also  turned  over  to  the  committee. 

S.  W.  Haynes  &  Associates  were  retained  as  archi- 
tects, this  being  the  same  firm  employed  by  the  Town 
for  the  erection  of  the  High  School. 

Bids  were  advertised  for  the  construction  of  the 
schools  and  the  Carilli  Construction  Company  of  Boston, 
Mass.,  was  the  successful  low  bidder  for  the  general 
construction  contract. 

The  work  of  construction  was  started  in  November, 
1938,  and  the  schools  were  completed  and  occupied  in 
November,  1939.  The  final  grant  was  received  from  the 
Government  in  October,  1940,  and  the  committee's  work 
was  completed  shortly  thereafter. 

The  committee  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  the  Town  Officials  and  interested  citizens 
who  have  helped  to  bring  this  project  to  a  successful 
conclusion.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  general 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Abington  from  January  1, 
1939,  and  of  the  temporary  collector's  accounts  from 
June  9,  1939,  to  the  end  of  the  year  1939,  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44,  General 
Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by 
Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir:— 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  general  accounts  of  the  town  of  Abing- 
ton from  January  1,  1939  and  of  the  temporary  collec- 
tor's accounts  from  June  9,  1939,  the  dates  of  the  previ- 
ous examinations,  to  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1939,  and 
report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books 
of  the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing 
money  for  the  town,  or  committing  bills  for  collection, 
were  examined  and  reconciled  with  the  books  in  the 
town  accountant's  office. 
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The  town  accountant's  ledger  was  analyzed,  the  re- 
corded receipts  being  checked  with  the  treasurer's 
books,  while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  war- 
rants authorizing  them  and  with  the  treasurer's  records 
of  payments.  The  appropriation  accounts  and  loans 
authorized,  as  recorded,  were  checked  with  the  town 
clerk's  records  of  town  meeting  proceedings. 

The  necessary  adjusting  and  correcting  entries  re- 
sulting from  the  audit  were  made,  and  a  balance  sheet, 
which  is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  show- 
ing the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December 
31,  1939. 

Overlay  deficits  and  old  age  assistance  tax  abate- 
ments aggregating  $1,286.55,  as  well  as  a  revenue  deficit 
of  $310.87,  appearing  on  the  balance  sheet,  should  be 
provided  for. 

An  examination  of  the  unpaid  bills  on  file  was  made 
and  it  was  noted  that  many  bills  for  material,  truck 
hire,  etc.,  for  several  departments,  incurred  in  1938 
and  1939,  and  aggregating  $8,963.92,  were  unpaid  on 
December  31,  1939. 

To  incur  liabilities  in  excess  of  appropriations  is  con- 
trary to  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  to  which 
statute  attention  had  been  called  in  previous  audit  re- 
ports. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  exam- 
ined and  checked.  The  receipts,  as  recorded,  were  an- 
alyzed and  checked  with  the  records  of  the  several  de- 
partments collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  other 
sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  treasury, 
while  the  payments  were  compared  with  the  selectmen's 
warrants  authorizing  the  treasurer  to  disburse  town 
funds.  The  cash  book  additions  were  verified  and  the 
cash  balance  on  February  8,  1940,  was  proved  by  ac- 
tual count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  a  reconciliation 
of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  furnished  by  the 
banks  of  deposit. 

The  payments  made  for  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  checked  and  compared  with  amounts  falling  due 
and  with  cancelled  securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  investment 
of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  of  the 
library  trustees  and  the  town  treasurer  were  examined 


and  listed,  the  income  being  proved  and  the  transfers 
to  the  town  being  compared  with  the  treasurer's  re- 
corded receipts. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  ex- 
amined and  reconciled  with  the  tax  books  and  with  the 
accountant's  ledger,  being  further  verified  by  a  com- 
parison with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  temporary  tax  collec- 
tor were  examined  and  checked.  The  tax  accounts  out- 
standing at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination  were 
audited  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  com- 
pared with  the  assessors'  warrants  issued  for  their  col- 
lection. The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified, 
the  recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  as- 
sessors' records,  the  taxes  transferred  to  the  tax  title 
account  were  proved,  and  the  outstanding  accounts 
were  listed. 

The  commitments  of  departmental  and  water  ac- 
counts receivable  were  examined  and  checked  in  detail. 
The  reported  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified, 
the  abatements  were  compared  with  the  records  in  the 
departments  authorized  to  grant  such  abatements,  and 
the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared 
on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  and  from 
the  replies  received  it  would  appear  that  the  accounts, 
as  listed,  are  correct. 

The  financial  acconuts  of  the  town  clerk  were  exam- 
ined for  the  issuance  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses,  the 
reported  payments  to  the  State  and  to  the  town  being 
verified. 

The  records  of  the  selectmen's  and  health  depart- 
ments pertaining  to  licenses  and  permits  issued,  of  the 
sealer  of  weights  and  measures  for  fees  collected,  as 
well  as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  or 
committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  the 
payments  to  the  treasurer  being  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  recorded  receipts. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by 
law  to  furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties  were  examined,  and  it  was  noted  that  the 
town  clerk's  bond  for  1939  was  not  on  file. 
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In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  perviously  mentioned 
there  are  appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a 
reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of  the 
tax,  tax  title,  departmental  and  water  accounts,  as  well 
as  tables  showing  the  trust  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  extended  by  the  various  town 
officials  during  the  progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  be- 
half of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  to  express  appre- 
ciation.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Abington  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1940,  the  following 
report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  recorded  financial  transactions  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for 
the  town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  ex- 
amined, checked,  and  verified  by  a  comparison  with 
the  books  of  the  town  accountant  and  the  town 
treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  kept  by  the  town  accoun- 
tant were  examined  and  checked.  The  receipts  as 
recorded  on  the  ledger  were  checked  with  the  records 
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of  the  several  departments  making  payments  to  the 
treasurer  and  with  the  treasurer's  books,  while  the 
recorded  payments  were  checked  with  the  treasury 
warrants  issued  by  the  selectmen  and  with  the  treas- 
urer's cash  book.  The  appropriations  and  loan 
authorizations  as  recorded  on  the  ledger  were  checked 
with  the  town  clerk's  records  of  town  meetings.  The 
necessary  correcting  and  adjusting  entries  resulting 
from  the  audit  were  made,  a  trial  balance  was  taken 
off,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is  appended  to  this 
report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condition 
of  the  town  on  December  31,  1940. 

The  balance  sheet  shows  that  there  are  outstand- 
ing taxes  as  far  back  as  1927,  due  to  the  fact  that  tax 
titles  were  disclaimed  in  1940  and  the  taxes  trans- 
ferred from  the  tax  title  account  have  not  been  settled. 
It  is  recommended  that  the  tax  collector  make  a 
determined  effort  to  secure  settlement  of  the  tax 
levies  of  1938  and  prior  years. 

Overlay  deficits  aggregating  $689.62,  appearing 
on  the  balance  sheet,  should  be  provided  for  by  the 
assessors  in  accordance  with  trie  provisions  of  Section 
23,  Chapter  59,  General  Laws. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  checked  in  detail.  The  recorded 
receipts  were  analyzed  and  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  several  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  and  with  other  sources  from  which  money  was 
paid  into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  payments  were 
checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants  authorizing 
the  disbursements  of  town  funds. 

The  cash  book  was  added  throughout  for  the  per- 
iod covered  by  the  audit  and  the  cash  balance  on 
January  15,  1941,  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  the 
cash  in  the  office,  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  bal- 
ances with  statements  furnished  by  the  banks  in  which 
town  funds  are  deposited,  and  by  verification  of  a 
deposit  in  transit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and 
interest  were  verified  by  a  comparison  with  the  a- 
mounts  falling  due,  the  cancelled  securities  and  cou- 
pons were  checked,  and  the  outstanding  debt  and 
interest  was  listed  and  proved. 
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The  savings  bank  books  representing  the  invest- 
ment of  the  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  treas- 
urer of  the  library  trustees  and  the  town  treasurer 
were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was  proved 
and  the  withdrawals  verified. 

The  tax  title  deeds  on  hand  were  examined  and 
listed.  The  amounts  transferred  from  the  tax  levies 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  reconciled  with  the  col- 
lector's accounts,  the  tax  titles  redeemed  were  com- 
pared with  the  treasurer's  reported  receipts,  the  tax 
titles  disclaimed  were  verified,  and  the  tax  title  deeds 
as  listed  were  checked  with  the  records  in  the  Registry 
of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  poll,  property,  and  motor 
vehicle  excise  taxes,  as  well  as  water  liens,  outstand- 
ing according  to  the  previous  examination  were  aud- 
ited and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  checked 
to  the  warrants  for  their  collection.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  checked  to  the  treasurer's  cash 
book,  the  recorded  abatements  were  compared  with 
the  assessors'  records  of  abatements  granted,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

The  departmental  and  water  accounts  committed 
for  collection  were  examined  and  checked.  The  com- 
mitments were  proved,  the  recorded  receipts  were 
checked  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the  abate- 
ments were  compared  with  the  records  in  the  depart- 
ments authorized  to  grant  abatements,  and  the  out- 
standing accounts  were  listed  and  reconciled  with 
the  respective  ledger  accounts. 

Verification  of  the  correctness  of  the  outstanding 
tax,  departmental,  and  water  accounts  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the  town, 
and  from  the  replies  received  it  would  appear  that 
the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

In  checking  the  records  of  departmental  accounts 
receivable  of  the  bureau  of  old  age  assistance  with 
the  records  kept  by  the  State,  it  was  found  that  bills 
for  expenditures  made  by  the  town  for  which  reim- 
bursements are  due  from  the  State  have  not  been 
sent  out  in  accordance  with  the  laws  governing  the 
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billing  of  such  accounts.  In  order  that  the  town  may 
receive  all  the  revenue  due  from  this  source,  the 
statutory  requirements  for  billing  the  State  for  allow- 
ances must  be  fully  complied  with. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by 
the  selectmen,  town  clerk,  and  health  department  were 
examined  and  checked,  and  the  payments  to  the  State 
and  the  town  were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  financial  officials  bonded 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  ex- 
amined and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  records  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures, 
and  of  the  school  and  library  departments,  as  well 
as  of  all  other  departments  collecting  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  exam- 
ined, checked,  and  reconciled  with  the  treasurer's 
recorded  receipts  and  the  town  accountant's  records. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to 
the  balance  sheet,  tables  showing  a  reconciliation 
of  the  treasurer's  and  collector's  cash,  summaries  of 
the  tax,  tax  title,  departmental,  and  water  accounts,  as 
well  as  tables  showing  the  condition  and  transactions 
of  the  trust  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  co-operation 
was  received  from  the  officials  of  the  town,  for  which, 
on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for  myself,  I  wish  to 
express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


For  the  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty-Eighth  Year 
Ending  December  31,  1940 

The  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report : 

Usually,  the  first  order  of  business  following  the  An- 
nual Election  in  March  is  for  the  Committee  to  organize. 
During  the  past  year,  organization  was  postponed  from 
time  to  time  due  to  the  fact  that,  either,  all  of  the  mem- 
bers were  not  present  at  the  particular  meeting  or  that 
there  was  more  important  business  to  be  transacted. 
It,  however,  finally  took  place  in  May.  So  that,  from 
January  to  May,  the  officers  of  your  Committee  were  the 
same  as  in  1939,  namely,  Mrs.  Blanche  Wheeler,  Chair- 
man; George  F.  Garrity,  Vice-Chairman;  and  Mrs. 
Gracie  Tupper  as  Secretary. 

At  the  time  when  the  matter  of  organization  for  1940 
was  taken  up,  the  Committee  were  disappointed  to  learn 
that  Mrs.  Wheeler,  who  had  been  a  member  of  your 
Committee  since  March  of  1938  and  Chairman  since 
April  of  1939,  declined  to  continue  as  Chairman.  She 
stated  that  she  expected,  within  a  short  while,  to  take 
up  her  residence  in  Plymouth,  Massachusetts.  This 
would  necessitate  not  only  her  resigning  the  Chairman- 
ship later,  but  also  her  membership  on  the  Committee. 
While  those  members  of  the  Committee  who  had 
worked  with  Mrs.  Wheeler  and  were  aware  of  the  valu- 
able time  and  energy  which  she  had  given  to  the  work 
of  the  School  Department  regretted  to  lose  her  services 
and  association,  an  organization  had  to  be  effected  and 
this  was  accomplished  with  George  F.  Garrity  as  Chair- 
man; Merrill  D.  Raskins,  Vice-Chairman;  and  Gracie 
L.  Tupper,  Secretary. 

Later,  when  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Wheeler  as  a 
member  of  the  Committee  became  effective,  a  petition 
relative  to  filling  the  vacancy  was  presented  to  the 
School  Committee.  This  petition,  initiated  by  the  West 
Abington  Improvement  Assciation,  contained  the  sig- 
natures of  two  hundered  and  twenty-eight  interested 
citizens  who  endorsed  the  nomination  of  Mrs.  Norma  C. 
Kent,  of  West  Abington.    Following  a  joint  meeting 
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with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mrs.  Kent  was,  at  the 
meeting  held  August  26,  1940,  welcomed  as  a  new  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee.  Therefore,  as  this  report  covers 
the  entire  year  and  although  Mrs.  Kent  signs,  it  is  only 
fair  to  relate  here  that  she  should  not  be  held  respon- 
sible for  anything  wThich  transpired  previous  to  that 
date. 

As  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Principals, 
Supervisors,  and  Department  Heads  deal  more  inti- 
mately with  the  curriculum,  its  weakness  or  its  perfec- 
tion, little — if  any — reference  will  be  made  herein.  It 
may  be  in  order,  however,  to  note  some  change  which 
has  been  effected  or  some  progress  made,  as  well  as  to 
endorse  the  work  that  is  being  done  and  to  express  a 
word  of  commendation  for  the  improvement  noted. 

During  the  past  year,  the  School  system  was  the  re- 
cipient of  many  gifts  in  the  nature  of  books,  furniture, 
and  equipment.  For  these,  your  Committee  has  already 
expressed  its  gratitude  directly  to  donors.  It,  however, 
wishes  to  record  it  here  also  not  so  much  for  the  respec- 
tive gifts  alone,  but  for  the  thoughtfulness  of  the  donors 
and  their  apparent  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 

From  January  to  December,  1940,  your  Committee 
held  fifteen  regular  and  special  meetings,  exclusive  of 
those  sessions  held  to  select  a  new  Superintendent. 

At  these  meetings,  in  conjunction  with  the  Superin- 
tendent, a  general  discussion  as  to  the  budget,  its  ex- 
penditures in  relation  to  the  school  program  and  the  cost 
of  operation  of  buildings,  the  school  program  itself,  and 
the  chances  for  improvement,  the  teaching  staff,  the  re- 
tarded pupils,  uniform  course  of  study,  new  books,  all 
matters  proper  for  discussion  by  any  school  committee, 
was  had.  Furthermore,  it  having  been  our  aim  to  keep 
the  Commercial  Department  as  well  as  the  Manual 
Training  Course  up  to  date,  considerable  attention  was 
given  thereto.  We  feel  that  the  budget  permitting,  both 
of  these  departments  should  be  brought  up  to  such  a 
point  that  a  pupil  therein,  upon  completion  of  his 
course,  may  take  something  practical  away  with  him. 
This  year,  we  felt  it  necessary  to  add  further  to  our 
equipment  by  purchasing  a  mimeograph  machine,  and 
a  fluid  duplicator  for  the  Commercial  Department,  and 
a  circular  saw  for  the  shop. 
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With  a  committee  of  five  responsible  for  the  disburse- 
ment of  approximately  ninety  thousand  dollars,  a 
personnel  of  approximately  fifty,  the  education  of  ap- 
proximately ten  hundred  and  seventy-five  pupils  and 
the  uncertainty  at  this  time  of  the  annual  average  cost 
of  operating  three  new  buildings,  the  life  of  its  members 
is  hardly  a  dull  one.  Many  problems  develop. 

One  of  the  many  problems  confronting  us  is  the  re- 
quests for  the  use  of  the  buildings  by  outside  parties  for 
other  than  school  purposes.  This  presents  a  problem  in 
two  ways :  One,  the  expense  incidental  to  such  use,  while 
not  contemplated  when  our  budget  is  submitted,  must 
be  paid  out  of  such  budget,  while  any  moneys  received 
as  rental  must  be  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury.  The 
second  angle  remains,  however.  How  far  should  a 
school  committee  engage  in  the  real  estate  business? 
If  we  are,  what  rate  should  be  charged?  If  we  set  a 
rate  to  cover  the  bare  actual  cost  to  the  School  Depart- 
ment, it  eventually  results  in  unfair  competition  with 
those  property  owners  having  similar  accommodation 
for  rent.  If  a  property  owner  does  not  receive  a  fair 
return,  the  first  step  is  an  abatement  of  his  taxes  or 
else  a  razing  of  the  building,  ultimately  resulting  in  a 
loss  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  Town.  This  problem 
is  still  under  consideration.  We  feel  that  eventually,  in 
fairness  to  all  concerned — including  the  taxpayer, — the 
donation  of  the  use  of  the  facilities  available  without 
any  charge  must  be  discontinued  and  that  at  least  a 
minimum  charge  covering  actual  cost  must  be  charged 
in  all  cases.  We  ask  the  indulgence  of  all  parties  inter- 
ested while  we  arrive  at  the  proper  solution. 

Another  problem  which  confronted  your  Committee 
this  year  was  the  selection  of  a  new  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Dr.  Franklin  P.  Hawkes,  who  came  here  from 
Arlington,  Massachusetts  on  December  1,  1938,  resigned 
as  of  July  1st  to  accept  a  similar  position  at  West  Spring- 
field, Mass.,  at  a  most  substantial  increase  in  salary.  We 
who  have  been  in  close  touch  with  the  work  of  Dr. 
Hawkes  realize  how  much  he  has  contributed  to  the 
School  Department  at  a  time  when  a  real  executive  as 
well  as  a  great  educator  was  needed  in  the  position  of 
Superintendent.  Dr.  Hawkes  took  with  him  to  his  new 
position  the  gratitude  and  sincere  wishes  of  those  in- 
terested in  the  progress  made  by  the  Abington  Schools 
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under  his  direction.  Dr.  Hawkes  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
Derwood  A.  Newman,  who  for  the  past  several  years, 
has  served  as  Superintendent  and  Principal  of  the  High 
School  at  Lancaster,  Mass.  In  the  short  time  Dr.  New- 
man has  been  here,  your  Committee  has  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  we  are  in  good  hands. 

In  addition  to  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Hawkes,  other  vacancies  arose  during  the  past 
year  through  the  resignation  of  Miss  Josephine  Lynes  of 
the  Home  Economics  Course;  Eric  Gardner,  of  the 
Mathematics  Course;  and  Miss  Jessie  W.  Stewart  and  H. 
Edgar  Pray  of  the  Commercial  Department.  Their 
places  were  filled  by  Miss  Virginia  M.  Higgins  of  Win- 
throp,  Mass.,  a  graduate  of  Regis  College;  John  K. 
Moulton,  now  of  Abington,  and  a  holder  of  a  Master's 
Degree  from  Harvard  College;  Miss  Margaret  Curtin,  a 
graduate  of  Simmons  College;  and  Leonard  Palopoli  of 
Bridgewater  Normal,  both  of  Abington,  respectively. 

During  the  year  Miss  Linda  Branca  of  Dorchester  was 
added  to  the  staff.  Her  work  is  of  a  remedial  nature. 
Most  of  those  pupils  who  heretofore  did  not  appear  to 
be  interested  in  attending  school,  under  Miss  Branca's 
influence,  seem  to  have  taken  on  a  new  interest.  Such 
help  is  not  only  an  advantage  to  the  particular  pupils 
concerned,  but  aids  the  progress  of  all  of  the  pupils  in 
that  those  who  from  the  start  are  interested  in  their 
subjects  are  not  retarded  by  those  who,  unless  guided 
properly,  are  apt  to  lag  behind. 

In  submitting  this  report,  your  Committee  wishes  to 
thank  the  people  of  Abington  for  the  interest  which  they 
have  shown  in  the  work  of  the  Committee,  and  ask  them 
for  their  continued  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  The  School  Committee  of  Abington : 

For  fifty-three  years  Abington  School  Committees 
have  received  annual  reports  from  the  Superintendents 
of  the  Abington  Schools,  and  there  are  many  of  our 
Townspeople  who  remember  the  schools,  the  School 
Committees  and  Superintendents  who  have  served  them 
through  the  entire  period.  If  time  and  space  permitted 
it  might  be  interesting  to  philosophize  at  length  on  what 
the  fifty-three  years  have  witnessed,  but  in  this,  my  first 
report,  I  shall  content  myself  by  recalling  that  these 
fifty- three  years  have  spanned  the  major  part  of  the 
almost  explosive  growth  of  the  secondary  school,  the 
virtual  disappearance  of  the  "district"  school  through 
centralization,  and  greatly  increased  training  require- 
ments for  teachers.  They  have  also  spanned  the  transi- 
tion of  the  United  States  from  a  second  rate  debtor 
nation  to  the  leading  creditor  nation  of  the  world  as  the 
old,  comfortable,  well  appointed,  Victorian  age  has 
given  place  to  the  new,  far  from  comfortable,  exciting 
but  terrible,  uncertainties  of  today. 

Whatever  nostalgia  we  may  or  may  not  have  for  the 
past,  we  cannot  go  back.  We  live  and  build  now  and 
must  believe  that  we  are  building  a  better  and  braver 
America  and  world.  We  can't  lose  faith  with  the  future 
and  the  world  of  our  children.  We  must  decide  what  is 
really  important,  what  we  really  want  and  not  waste  our 
efforts  on  non-essentials.  It  is  with  these  thoughts  in 
mind  that  we  are  planning  the  work  of  our  schools. 

A  fair  assumption  is  that  we  all  want  our  children  to 
determine  their  own  lives.  Self  determination,  however, 
can  only  be  successful  on  a  large  scale  first  through  self 
discipline,  and  second,  through  wise  individual  choice  of 
goals  and  methods  for  attaining  them.  Neither  of  these 
can  be  achieved  with  any  degree  of  consistency  except 
through  practice,  and  it  is  here  that  the  homes  and  the 
schools  can  perform  their  most  useful  function.  Mr. 
Landy  has  ably  detailed  the  philosophy  of  the  approach 
at  the  secondary  level,  yet  the  success  of  the  method  in 
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the  high  school  is  dependent  to  an  almost  unbelieveable 
degree  upon  what  precedes  the  high  school  and  even 
the  elementary  school.  It  is  said  that  Dr.  William  Osier, 
when  asked  by  a  young  mother  when  she  should  start 
training  her  daughter,  asked  how  old  the  child  was. 
When  the  mother  replied  "Two  years,"  Dr.  Osier 
answered,  "Young  lady,  you  are  already  two  years  late." 

We  have  long  thought  of  democracy  as  being  that 
form  of  government  in  which  the  State  is  subordinate  to 
the  people  instead  of  the  people  being  subordinate  to 
the  State,  as  under  totalitarian  rule.  We  have  talked  of 
the  rights  of  the  individual — the  right  of  free  speech,  the 
right  of  freedom  of  the  press,  the  right  of  freedom  of  re- 
ligious belief,  and  so  forth,  with  particular  emphasis 
upon  "the  right."  For  too  long  we  have  taken  these 
rights  for  granted  and  forgotten  whence  and  how  they 
came,  and  the  fact  that  there  can  be  no  rights  unaccom- 
panied by  duties.  Freedom  of  speech  is  your  right  and 
my  right,  but  only  because  we,  along  with  countless 
other  people,  join  in  the  protection  of  that  right  for 
all  of  us. 

From  the  first  day  of  school,  duties  as  well  as  rights 
must  be  accepted  and  discharged,  and  it  is  the  just  ex- 
pectation of  the  people  that  the  children  entrusted  to 
our  teachers  shall  learn  to  discharge  these  duties  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  sustain  and  foster  our  democratic 
way  of  life.  For  eight  years  all  of  our  children  devote 
their  attention  to  the  mastery  of  the  "tool  subjects," 
frequently  called  drill  subjects.  Among  these  we  have 
thought  of  the  traditional  three  "r's"  as  being  most  im- 
portant, yet  over  and  above  these  three  is  a  fourth 
which,  like  the  other  three,  can  be  mastered  only  by  long 
practice  and  drill.  This  fourth  and  most  important 
member  of  the  quadrumvirate  is  "responsibility,"  which 
we  cannot  shirk  if  our  way  of  life  is  to  survive.  No  mat- 
ter how  well  we  may  learn  the  first  three  "r's"  we  are  not 
educated  for  democracy  without  the  fourth.  So  much 
for  the  generalized  philosophy  deciding  our  goals  and 
shaping  our  methods. 

SCHOOL  FINANCE 

Each  and  every  year  we  are  faced  with  the  practical 
limitations  set  by  the  share  of  the  town's  resources  al- 
lotted to  the  education  of  its  children.  Probably  no  one 
really  begrudges  money  spent  on  the  training  of  our 
children  if  the  spending  is  wisely  done,  but  whether  we 
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like  it  or  not  there  is  only  so  much  money  available,  and 
it  is  just  that  a  detailed  accounting  be  made  to  those 
who  pay  the  bills. 

This  year  I  am  adopting  in  its  entirety  the  accounting 
method  used  by  the  Commonwealth  in  keeping  its 
school  records.  It  seems  to  me  that,  since  the  State  re- 
quires its  reports  in  this  form,  the  simplest  and  most 
consistent  presentation  is  the  one  which  uses  the  same 
labels  and  subdivisions  all  of  the  time.  Accordingly  I 
shall  number  accounts  as  the  State  numbers  them,  and 
to  clarify  the  numbering  I  shall  give  the  accompanying 
legend  word  for  word  as  issued  by  the  State. 

LEGEND  IN  EXPLANATION  OF  "BREAK-DOWN" 
OF  ACCOUNTS 

The  numbers  at  the  left  of  the  various  items  refer  to 
the  items  given  in  making  returns  to  the  State.  It  seems 
advisable  to  use  the  same  system  in  all  school  account- 
ing. The  account  numbers  and  their  significance  are 
as  follows : 

15.  Salaries  of  Supervisors,  Principals,  and 
Teachers. — In  case  an  employee  serves  in  both  the  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  grades,  pro  rate  his  salary  be- 
tween the  proper  groups  as  elementary,  junior  high, 
and  senior  high  schools.  Also  enter  school  librarian. 

16.  Expenses  of  Supervisors,  Principals,  and 
Teachers. — Include  salaries  of  persons  serving  as  clerks 
in  the  principal's  office,  traveling  expenses,  stationery, 
office  blank  forms. 

17.  Textbooks. — Include  educational  film,  textbooks 
and  supplementary  books,  with  express  charges  on  the 
same.  Do  not  include  books  for  the  school  library,  which 
should  be  reported  under  "Libraries",  item  23. 

18.  Stationery,  Supplies,  and  Other  Expenses  of  In- 
struction.— Supplies  are  those  things  which,  when  once 
used,  are  actually  or  constructively  consumed,  including 
writing  paper,  drawing  paper,  blank  books,  chalk,  ink, 
pencils,  pens,  adhesives,  fasteners,  carbon  paper,  rubber 
stamps,  typewriters,  typewriter  supplies,  globes,  maps, 
and  charts;  supplies  for  physical  education  such  as 
baseballs,  bats,  footballs,  basket  balls,  etc.;  magazines 
and  newspapers  for  classroom  use;  test  tubes,  litmus 
paper,  filter  paper,  polishing  and  abrading  supplies, 
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drugs,  chemicals,  cleansers,  labratory  supplies,  food 
supplies,  freight  and  cartage  on  supplies;  gas  or  elec- 
tricity used  in  domestic  arts  and  electric  power  used 
for  manual  training. 

"Other  Expenses  of  Instruction"  includes  expenses 
incident  to  courses  for  teachers  and  car  fare  of  teachers 
where  allowed. 

OPERATION  OF  SCHOOL  PLANT 

Under  this  general  heading  should  be  included  all 
expenditures  for  keeping  the  buildings  open  and  ready 
for  use.  In  cases  where  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  occupy  the  same  building,  the  expenses  for 
operating  the  plant  should  be  apportioned  according  to 
the  number  of  square  feet  of  floor  space  occupied  by 
each. 

19.  Janitor  Service. — Include  salaries  or  pay  of 
janitors,  janitors'  helpers,  engineers,  firemen,  matrons, 
watchmen,  and  cleaners. 

20.  Fuel. — Include  expenses  for  coal,  fuel,  oil,  wood, 
kerosene,  gas,  electricity,  weighing,  freight,  and  cartage 
on  fuel;  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  securing  fuel. 

21.  Miscellaneous  Expenses  of  Operation. — Include 
water,  light,  power;  janitors'  supplies,  such  as  brooms, 
mops,  soap,  dusters,  floor  oil,  and  other  cleaning  sup- 
plies which  are  consumed  in  using  or  are  not  expected 
to  last  from  year  to  year;  electric  bulbs,  paper  cups, 
toilet  supplies,  towels  and  laundry  work;  telephone 
service  in  the  several  school  buildings;  miscellaneous 
expenditures  necessary  for  operation  of  the  school 
plant.  (See  also  "Repairs,  Replacement  and  Upkeep", 
item  22  and  "New  Equipment",  item  36.) 

MAINTENANCE  OF  SCHOOL  PLANT 

22.  Repairs,  Replacement,  and  Upkeep. — Under  this 
item,  include  all  expenditures  made  for  the  restoration 
of  any  piece  of  property  (grounds,  buildings,  or  equip- 
ment) to  its  original  condition  of  completeness  or  effi- 
ciency; normal  repair  of  buildings;  upkeep  of  grounds; 
repairs  and  replacement  of  old  or  worn-out  equipment, 
cost  of  labor  and  materials  incident  to  the  repair  of 
buildings;  including  painting,  glazing  and  repair  of 
plumbing,  lighting,  heating,  and  ventilating  equipment, 
replacement  of  worn-out  equipment  and  furniture,  such 
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as  blackboards,  bookcases,  desks,  chairs,  window 
shades,  clocks,  flags,  flagstaffs,  musical  instruments, 
laboratory  furniture,  machinery,  adding  machines,  dup- 
licating machines,  and  electric  fans,  and  tools  for  in- 
struction in  vocational  subjects,  domestic  science  and 
manual  training.  Do  not  include  expenditures  for  new 
equipment,  except  such  as  is  provided  to  replace  worn- 
out  or  destroyed  similar  equipment.  (See  "New  Equip- 
ment", item  36.) 

Do  not  include  expenditures  for  permanent  im- 
provements of  grounds;  alteration  of  old  buildings, 
such  as  tearing  out  walls,  enlarging  rooms,  building  of 
additions,  putting  in  partitions,  nor  for  additions  to 
equipment,  all  of  which  should  be  included  under  "out- 
lay", in  items  35,  36,  and  37. 

AUXILIARY  AGENCIES 

23.  Libraries. — Include  stationery  and  supplies  used 
in  the  school  library;  books,  pamphlets  and  magazines 
purchased  for  the  school  library.  Do  not  include  the 
cost  of  textbooks  or  salaries  of  librarian,  such  salary 
being  included  in  Item  15. 

2A.  Promotion  of  Health. — Include  salaries  of  school 
physicians,  school  dentists,  school  nurses;  medical, 
dental,  and  nurses'  supplies;  blanks  and  office  supplies 
used  in  connection  with  health  work.  Include  expendi- 
ture by  board  of  health  if  school  physician,  nurse,  and 
dentist  are  under  its  control.  (Expenditures  for  physical 
training  required  of  pupils  should  be  included  under 
"Expenses  of  Instruction",  items  15,  16,  17,  and  18.) 

25,  26.  Transportation. — Include  all  expenditures 
for  the  transportation  of  pupils  to  and  from  school,  in- 
cluding the  purchase  or  hire,  operation,  and  mainten- 
ance of  vehicles;  car  fares;  board  in  lieu  of  transporta- 
tion. Do  not  include  payments  for  private  school  trans- 
portation. Enter  these  in  designated  space  on  page  5. 

27.  Tuition. — Payments  for  the  tuition  of  pupils  at- 
tending the  public  schools  in  other  cities  and  towns,  in- 
cluding pupils  committed  to  county  training  schools. 
Do  not  include  payments  for  tuition  of  pupils  attending 
vocational  schools. 

28.  Miscellaneous  Recreations. — Include  wages  of 
employees  having  to  do  with  school  playgrounds  and 
recreation  centers,  school  athletics,  track  and  field 
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meets,  contests,  field  days,  matched  games,  and  all  other 
exercises  of  a  recreative  nature  not  included  as  a  part  of 
the  regular  curriculum.  Expenditures  for  physical 
training  required  of  pupils  should  be  included  under 
"Expenses  of  Instruction",  items  15,  16,  17,  and  18.  (See 
also  "Promotion  of  Health",  item  24.) 

28. — 2.  Provisions  for  Luncheons. — Include  the  cost 
of  maintaining  lunch  rooms. 

28.-3  and  k.  Other  Miscellaneous  Expenses. — In- 
clude insurance  of  school  buildings  (paid  from  school  or 
other  appropriation) ;  rental  of  rooms  for  school  pur- 
poses; badges  for  newsboys;  medals  and  prizes;  express 
and  cartage  other  than  on  books,  supplies,  and  fuel; 
miscellaneous  printing  and  advertising;  pensions;  lec- 
tures; social  centers;  expenses  incident  to  commence- 
ment exercises  and  school  entertainments,  such  as  rent 
of  halls,  music,  decorations,  programs  and  diplomas; 
expenses  incident  to  teacher's  institutes;  interest  on 
school  bonds  entered  yearly  as  paid,  if  paid  from  school 
funds;  and  other  auxiliary  and  sundry  activities. 

28. — k.  Insurance 

GENERAL  CONTROL 

Under  "General  Control"  include  all  overhead  costs 
or  expenses  of  regulative  and  executive  service,  includ- 
ing expenditures  for  the  business  and  educational  ad- 
ministration of  the  public  schools. 

30.  School  Committee 

(a)  Salaries  of  school  committees  in  towns  in 
superintendency  unions. 

(b)  Expenses  of  school  committee  and  of  busi- 
ness office. 

31.  Superintendents :  Salaries  and  expenses  of  of^ 
flee—  Superintendents  office:  salary  of  superintendent 
of  schools,  assistants,  clerks,  and  stenographers;  station- 
ery, postage,  supplies,  traveling  expenses,  printing,  and 
other  miscellaneous  expenses  of  the  office. 

Compulsory  attendance  and  school  census :  Include 
salaries  and  expenses  of  attendance  officers,  census 
enumerators,  and  clerical  help;  psychiatrists;  blanks 
and  other  supplies.  Tests.  House  telephone,  profes- 
sional publications.

OUTLAY 

25.  New  Grounds,  Buildings,  and  Alterations. — In- 
clude payments  for  lands,  all  costs  of  acquiring  title, 
original  grading,  and  improvements  to  the  grounds; 
payments  for  new  buildings,  including  architects'  fees, 
advertising  for  contracts,  payments  on  contracts,  for 
construction,  and  installation  of  plumbing,  lighting, 
heating,  and  ventilation  equipment. 

Alteration  of  old  buildings  includes  the  cost  of  tear- 
ing out  of  walls;  enlarging  rooms,  buildings  or  addi- 
tions; putting  in  partitions;  but  not  including  ordinary 
repairs,  as  defined  in  item  22. 

36.  New  Equipment. — Include  cost  of  all  new  equip- 
ment (Excepting  such  as  replaces  worn  out  or  destroyed 
similar  equipment)  such  as  tables,  desks,  musical  instru- 
ments, cupboards,  filing  cabinets,  racks,  stands,  adding 
machines,  duplicating  machines,  electric  fans;  window 
shades;  clocks;  physical,  chemical,  biological  and  other 
scientific  laboratory  and  demonstration  apparatus; 
machinery,  tools,  and  other  equipment  for  domestic 
science,  manual  training,  etc.;  express  and  cartage  on 
new  equipment. 

Vocational  Education.  —  Not  to  be  included  in 
School  returns  to  Department  of  Education. 

Tuitions  for  vocational  education  are  reported  to 
the  State  as  entirely  distinct  from  other  educational  ex- 
pense and  in  ninny  towns  are  not  a  part  of  the  school 
appropriation.  While  this  is  not  the  situation  in  Abing- 
ton,  such  tuitions  are  carried  as  a  separate  account.

INCREASE  IN  SALARIES   $3,020.89 
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In  order  to  judge  a  budget  fairly,  a  standard  of  com- 
parison must  be  established.  While  ordinarily  a  com- 
parison with  previous  years  may  be  sufficient,  Abington 
has  had  its  two  elementary  school  buildings  for  so  short 
a  time  that  our  experience  is  insufficient,  particularly 
with  respect  to  maintenance,  to  make  a  comparison 
meaningful.  It  is  for  this  reason,  especially  this  year, 
that  I  should  like  to  draw  parallels  with  State  experience 
rather  than  past  years  in  Abington.  Therefore,  every 
item  of  expenditure  for  the  year  1940  has  been  carefully 
allocated  to  its  proper  account  and  shown  in  relation- 
ship with  1940  State  statistics  and  1941  estimates.  The 
State  has  lumped  some  of  the  items  so  that  in  a  few 
cases  totals  only  are  available  for  comparison.  Abing- 
ton gross  costs  for  each  account  in  1940  are  shown  to- 
gether with  costs  per  pupil  in  average  membership*, 
Abington  1941  gross  estimates  are  shown  together  with 
costs  per  pupil,  and  finally,  State  costs  per  pupil  in 
average  membership  are  shown  (gross  figures  for  the 
State  are  not  given.)  It  will  be  noted  that  Abington's 
costs,  when  measured  by  the  same  yardstick  used  by 
the  State,  are  lower  in  most  instances. 

Average  membership  in  the  school  year  1939-40  is 
used  in  deriving  Abington  1940  costs.  This  figure  is  999. 
The  1941  average  membership  is  estimated  at  1030. 

Last  year,  in  Town  Meeting,  automatic  increases  in 
salaries  up  to  a  maximum  set  for  each  type  of  position 
were  approved  by  the  Town.  These  salary  increments 
are  responsible  for  most  of  the  $3,020.89  increase  shown 
in  this  account.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  estimate  for 
total  cost  for  everything  in  1941  is  $3,095.47  more  than 
in  1940,  indicating  that  general  expenses  are  expected 
to  be  $74.58  more  than  in  1940.  While  our  salary  account 
is  to  be  larger  than  in  1940,  may  I  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Abington  salaries  are  still  considerably 
below  State  average. 

The  textbook  estimate  (account  number  17)  is  con- 
siderably less  than  for  1940  although  still  slightly  higher 
than  the  State  average.  Extra  monies  for  such  a  purpose 
should  never  be  considered  a  fault,  but  in  this  case  the 
expenditure  is  especially  justified  by  the  fact  that  in 
recent  years  much  too  little  has  been  expended  for  this 
purpose.  This  extra  amount  is  more  than  offset  in  the 

*  Average  membership  is  found  by  dividing  the  sum  of  the  number  of 
pupils  actually  enrolled  on  every  school  day  by  the  number  of  days  school 
was  in  session  during  the  year. 
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supplies  account  (number  18)  which  is  less  than  half  the 
State  average. 

Our  operating  expenses  are  a  little  high,  but  1940 
experience,  together  with  an  expected  increase  in  the 
price  of  fuel,  indicates  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  ask 
for  less  on  these  accounts  (19,  20,  and  21).  The  State 
lumps  the  three  accounts  so  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
just  where  our  discrepancy  lies. 

Item  22  "Maintenance  of  School  Plant",  is  under  the 
State  average,  as  it  should  be. 

Our  estimates  for  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  libraries 
are  modest  in  comparison  with  State  experience.  (Ac- 
count 23). 

While  we  are  spending  more  money  for  the  promo- 
tion of  health  than  is  common  throughout  the  State,  I 
should  be  very  reluctant  to  decrease  the  services  which 
we  are  giving.  I  feel  that  this  record  is  one  of  which  we 
may  be  proud  and  I  would  recommend  that  an  extension 
of  dental  work  beyond  the  fourth  grade  be  seriously 
considered.  While  I  do  not  advocate  any  change  in  our 
present  set  up  I  should  like  to  point  that  in  many  com- 
munities salaries  and  other  expenses  for  this  type  of 
work  are  charged  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Items  25,  26,  (Transportation)  are  low  in  our  geo- 
graphically compact  town  and  our  "Tuition"  (item  27) 
is  very  low.  These  items  do  not  include  tuitions  to 
vocational  schools  (the  last  and  unnumbered  account) 
which  are  somewhat  high  in  our  community  where  we 
have  no  trade  school  facilities.  I  am  asking  for  more 
money  in  this  account  for  1941  because  of  the  expected 
increase  in  the  requests  for  trade  training  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  rearmament  program. 

Our  "Miscellaneous"  account  (number  28)  looks  large. 
The  principal  reason  for  this  is  the  fact  that  in  a  great 
many  communities  insurance  on  school  buildings  is  not 
charged  to  the  school  budget  but  to  a  public  buildings 
account  carried  by  the  town. 

In  some  ways  it  is  unfair  to  the  schools  that  so  large 
a  proportion  of  their  support  is  through  direct  local  tax- 
ation. Our  armed  forces,  our  penal  institutions,  our 
asylums  for  the  insane  and  other  unfortunates,  our  State 
and  Federal  highways,  our  State  and  National  Govern- 
ment, and  so  forth,  cost  us  individually  many  times  over 
as  much  as  our  educational  system,  but  the  support  for 
them  is  not  so  obvious — indeed  many  of  us  are  not  even 
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aware  that  we  are  paying  for  these  services  and  very 
few  of  us  really  know  how  much  it  is  costing  us  as  indi- 
viduals. In  contrast  with  this  everyone  knows  what  the 
schools  are  costing  him— at  least  he  knows  how  much  is 
asked  for  in  Town  Meeting,  and  he  sees  the  cost  of  main- 
taining the  schools  as  the  largest  single  item  in  the  war- 
rant.   Naturally  he  is  concerned  about  this  and  not  at 
all  worried  by  the  National  budget  or  the  size  of  a 
Federal  grant.  Probably  man}'  of  us  feel  that  the  only 
tax  which  counts  is  the  local  real  estate  tax.  Be  that  as 
it  may,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  part  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated by  the  Town  for  the  support  of  the  schools 
is  not  actually  obtained  by  local  levies  on  real  estate. 
The  amount  is  greater  than  is  generally  realized  and 
comes  primarily  from  the  State  or  Federal  government. 
During  1940  Abington  received  from  or  through  the 
State  a  total  of  $11,575.25.  Since  this  amount  is  known 
to  the  assessors  when  the  tax  rate  is  set,  it  is  apparent 
that  local  real  estate  does  not  bear  quite  as  large  an 
assessment  for  the  support  of  schools  as  would  appear 
to  be  the  case.  The  returns  were  as  follows: 
$10,200.00    State  reimbursement  on  account  of  employ- 
ment of  teachers.

In  addition  to  the  above  returns  there  are  lesser 
amounts  which  are  important  in  the  aggregate.  They 
consist  of  rentals  for  the  use  of  auditoriums,  payments 
for  loss  or  breakage  of  school  property  or  the  sale  of 
discarded  or  obsolete  equipment  or  books,  returns  from 
the  Dental  Clinic,  and  so  forth.    During  1940  these 
returns  amounted  to  $248.45  distributed  as  follows:

Changes  in  Personnel 
The  past  year  has  seen  several  changes  in  personnel. 
In  June  Dr.  Franklin  P.  Hawkes,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  ninteeen  months,  resigned  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion as  Superintendent  of  Schools  in  West  Springfield. 
In  his  brief  tenure  Dr.  Hawkes  accomplished  a  very 
great  deal.  An  indefatigable  worker  and  master  of 
detail,  he  left  copious  and  invaluable  records  covering 
every  phase  of  his  work  while  in  Abington.  He  initiated 
many  departures  from  earlier  procedures  and  showed 
himself  an  able  and  dynamic  executive.  Teachers, 
other  members  of  the  staff,  and  Townspeople  wish  him 
all  success  and  happiness  in  his  new  and  larger  position. 

As  this  report  was  going  to  press,  several  changes  in 
the  High  School  staff  took  place.  The  first  of  these  was 
the  resignation  of  Mr.  John  Haggerty  to  take  effect 
February  seventh  so  that  he  might  accept  a  position  as 
Manual  Training  Instructor  in  the  City  of  Everett.  Mr. 
Haggerty  had  been  a  teacher  of  science  and  manual 
training  in  our  schools  since  1937  when  he  came  to  us 
from  the  neighboring  town  of  Rockland.  While  we 
regret  losing  him,  we  wish  him  continued  success  in 
his  chosen  profession.  Mr.  Haggerty  is  being  succeeded 
by  Mr.  Robert  Kelleher  of  Brockton. 

Mr.  Edward  Landy,  who  became  principal  of  our 
high  school  March  15,  1937,  resigned  to  accept  the  posi- 
tion of  Director  of  Guidance  in  Montclair,  New  Jersey. 
Mr.  Landy  came  to  us  from  Quincy  and  during  his  too 
brief  period  of  office,  interrupted  last  year  by  a  leave 
of  absence  to  conduct  a  survey  for  the  Department  of 
Secondary-School  Principals  of  the  National  Education 
Association,  has  demonstrated  remarkable  ability  as  an 
executive  in  education.  The  Faculty  and  students  of 
the  Abington  High  School  sincerely  regret  losing  him, 
even  while  hoping  that  he  will  be  very  happy  in  his  new 
position.  While  all  who  have  been  associated  with  him 
are  sorry  that  he  is  leaving,  all  feel  that  they  have  been 
gainers  during  their  contact  with  him. 

Mr.  Landy  is  being  succeeded  by  Mr.  Charles  Frolio, 
submaster  of  the  high  school  who  first  came  to  Abington 
in  1920.  Mr.  Frolio  has  the  best  wishes  of  the  Faculty, 
pupils,  and  townspeople. 
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At  the  time  of  this  writing  a  new  Science  teacher  to 
take  Mr.  Frolio's  classes  has  not  been  selected.  Mr.  John 
Matyosaitis  served  in  the  position  of  Shop  Instructor 
during  Mr.  Landy's  leave  of  absence  and  left  Abington 
for  a  position  in  East  Bridgewater  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year  1939-40. 

Because  of  decreased  enrollment  at  the  North  School 
Mrs.  M.  Evelyn  Murphy  left  our  service  in  June  1940. 

All  other  changes  in  personnel  are  covered  in  the  re- 
port of  the  School  Committee. 

Last  September  Miss  Margaret  Kirby  asked  if  she 
might  have  the  opportunity  to  do  cadet  work  in  our 
schools  in  the  field  of  domestic  science.  We  were  es- 
pecially glad  to  allow  her  to  serve  in  this  capacity  be- 
cause of  the  heavy  schedule  Miss  Higgins  was  being 
asked  to  carry,  and  because  we  had  no  trained  domestic 
science  teacher  available  for  work  with  grade  school 
pupils.  Miss  Kirby  has  made  herself  so  nearly  indispen- 
sable that  we  hope  to  be  able  to  put  her  on  salary  after 
Town  Meeting.  Miss  Kirby  has  been  dividing  her  time 
between  the  two  elementary  schools. 

Manual  Training  in  the  Elementary  Schools 
Psychologists  are  generally  agreed  that  we  should 
speak  of  the  "intelligencies"  of  an  individual  rather 
than  his  intelligence.  It  has  been  recognized  for  many 
centuries — witness  the  parable  of  the  talents — that  we 
differ  vastly  in  our  abilities,  and  it  is  common  parlance 
to  speak  of  the  "book  minded"  or  the  "manually 
minded".  We  know  also  that  a  relatively  small  number 
of  our  high  school  graduates  actually  go  on  to  liberal 
arts  colleges.  Most  of  our  boys  and  girls  are  going  to 
earn  their  ways  in  the  world  by  physical  exertion  of 
some  sort  and,  therefore,  it  is  only  fair  that  we  give  them 
some  acquaintance  with  tools.  The  majority  will  make 
use  of  tools  vocationally  or  avocationally,  eventually, 
and  a  healthy  appreciation  of  manual  work  and  work- 
manship is  culturally  valuable  to  all.  For  this  reason 
among  others,  most  school  systems  are  giving  manual 
training  to  all  boys  on  a  required  basis  at  the  junior 
high  school  level  and  as  an  elective  in  the  senior  high 
school. 

Almost  any  school  room  which  has  electrical  or  gas 
outlets  can  be  equipped  to  serve  satisfactorily  in  the 
teaching  of  domestic  science,  but  this  is  not  equally  the 
case  with  manual  training.  Manual  training  is  in  its 
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very  nature  noisy  and  makes  a  most  unsatisfactory 
neighbor  to  any  other  class  room.  In  addition,  power 
equipment  needs  special  wiring,  secure  foundations, 
and  ample  space,  and  if  medium  sized  or  large  projects 
are  to  be  built,  there  must  be  storage  space.  Practically 
all  these  conditions  are  lacking  in  our  elementary 
schools  and  we  have  an  extremely  limited  supply  of 
even  necessary  hand  tools.  (I  found  that  we  were  well 
supplied  with  excellent  work  benches,  but  while  one 
school  did  have  a  hammer,  one  saw,  and  a  screw-driver, 
the  other  was  even  less  opulent  in  this  matter.)  The 
high  school  is  poorly  equipped,  too  (I  found  that  it 
lacked  a  bit-brace,  although  somewhat  better  off  in  the 
matter  of  other  hand  tools),  but  there  is  some  power 
machinery,  a  large  room  under  the  gymnasium  well 
removed  from  any  class  rooms,  a  ground  floor  on  which 
any  machines  we  are  likely  to  require  can  be  placed 
safely,  and  a  fair  amount  of  storage  space.  If  the  ele- 
mentary school  boys  could  go  to  the  high  school  to  take 
their  manual  training,  any  money  available  might  be 
spent  to  better  advantage  since  it  would  not  need  to  be 
divided  among  three  schools.  For  these  reasons  our 
elementary  school  schedule  was  changed  to  allow  boys 
to  go  to  the  high  school  for  manual  training.  Most  boys 
take  great  delight  in  this  type  of  work  and  are  glad  to 
take  the  walk  to  the  high  school  one  day  a  week.  Me- 
chanical drawing,  which  is  a  part  of  the  work,  is  done 
in  the  elementary  schools,  since  it  does  not  have  the 
same  limitations  which  accompany  manual  training. 
Whenever  the  weather  is  bad  the  boys  stay  in  their  own 
schools  and  work  on  mechanical  drawing.  If  more  time 
is  needed  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  finish  this  work,  a 
few  extra  "good  weather  days"  can  be  used. 

ARITHMETIC 
•  The  philosophy  behind  our  present  arithmetic  series 
is  that  it  is  far  better  economy  of  time  in  the  teaching  of 
arithmetic  fundamentals  to  defer  beginning  work  with 
them  until  the  pupils  are  nine  or  ten  years  of  age.  This 
theory  has  a  fairly  well  established  experimental  foun- 
dation. In  our  situation,  however,  there  are  some  hard, 
practical  facts  which  throw  doubt  on  the  advisability  of 
continuation  of  this  approach  in  our  own  schools.  First 
among  these  is  that  few  schools  using  this  philosophy 
are  among  our  neighbors  with  whom  we  are  constantly 
exchanging  pupils,  and  our  pupils  are  being  demoted 
when  they  move  out  of  our  town;  and  second,  and  per- 
haps more  important,  standard  achievement  tests  indi- 
cate that  our  children  are  not  doing  as  well  as  they 
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should.  Whether  or  not  this  is  an  indictment  of  our 
own  too  feeble  ardor  for  the  philosophy,  the  fact  re- 
mains the  needs  of  Abington  pupils  are  not  being  met 
adequately  in  this  matter.  For  these  reasons  we  are 
seriously  studying  the  problem  with  the  hope  and  ex- 
pectation that  we  can  supplement  our  present  plan  or 
adopt  an  entirely  new  plan  and  series  to  correct  the 
situation  in  the  near  future. 

ELEMENTARY  PROGRAM 
Simultaneously  with  the  change  in  the  seventh  grade 
and  eighth  grade  program  necessitated  by  the  change  in 
manual  training,  a  study  was  begun  of  the  entire 
schedule.  A  number  of  complications  were  found:  for 
example,  supervisors  giving  time  to  the  elementary 
schools  or  to  the  high  and  elementary  schools,  were 
having  difficulty  in  meeting  their  assignments.  Several 
meetings  were  held  with  the  teachers  in  which  time  al- 
lotments for  the  different  subjects  were  thoroughly  dis- 
cussed and  the  whole  program  in  the  upper  four  grades 
was  revised.  A  corresponding  revision  in  the  lower 
four  grades  is  under  consideration  at  the  present.  I 
should  like  to  emphasize  that  these  changes  in  the  pro- 
gram, including  the  study  of  arithmetic,  and  other 
matters  pertaining  to  educational  or  administrative 
policy  are  the  joint  product  of  the  best  experience  and 
judgement  of  faculties,  supervisors,  and  principals, 
working  together. 

WORK  PERMITS 
Six  employment  certificates  were  issued  during  1940 
to  individuals  betwen  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  sixteen. 
Four  of  these  certificates  were  issued  to  boys  and  two 
to  girls. 

One  hundred  ten  certificates  were  issued  to  minors 
between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  twenty-one.  Of  these, 
twenty-eight  were  issued  to  girls  and  eighty-two  were 
issued  to  boys. 

APPRECIATION 
Our  staff  is  composed  of  experienced  and  mature 
people.  I  am  continually  delighted  with  their  zeal,  pro- 
ficiency, and  responsiveness.  There  will  always  be  prob- 
lems to  solve  but  I  am  confident  that  we  can  deal  with 
them  together.  I  sincerely  appreciate  the  reception  and 
the  whole-hearted  support  which  they  have  given  me. 
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The  people  of  Abington  have  been  everything  I  had 
hoped;  friendly,  patient,  cooperative,  and  with  an  earn- 
est enthusiasm  for  the  schools.  It  is  my  desire  that  I 
shall  continue  to  merit  the  confidence  which  they  have 
placed  in  me. 

In  concluding  my  first  report,  I  should  like  to  take 
the  opportunity  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Towns- 
people the  devoted  service  rendered  by  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee.  Unpaid  liason  officers  be- 
tween the  community  and  its  schools,  representative  of 
each  and  interpreter  of  each  to  the  other,  they  are 
rendering  a  service  which  deserves  unstinting  and  un- 
qualified support.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


Dear  Dr.  Newman: 

At  the  outset  I  should  like  to  express  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation of  the  sympathetic  and  understanding  co- 
operation which  you  have  given  me  since  your  arrival 
as  Superintendent.  The  task  of  running  the  modern 
high  school  is,  as  you  well  know,  a  tremendously  com- 
plicated one  and  your  thorough  grasp  of  the  problem 
and  encouragement  are  fully  appreciated. 

EMPHASIS  UPON  DEMOCRACY  IN  SCHOOL 
MANAGEMENT 

In  writing  this  Principal's  report  I  make  haste  to  add 
that  the  success  of  the  principal  depends  in  large 
measure  upon  the  co-operation  of  the  faculty  and 
pupils.  I  have  been  particularly  fortunate  in  securing 
such  cooperation.  I  have  tried  to  encourage  this  co- 
operation by  having  the  management  of  the  school  con- 
ducted in  as  democratic  a  way  as  possible.  For  it  is 
my  firmly  held  belief  that  only  through  providing  the 
pupils  with  genuine  opportunities  at  democratic  self- 
management  will  they  truly  cooperate,  and  what  is 
more  important,  learn  to  become  cooperating  citizens 
of  a  democracy.  I  also  hold  that  a  given  faculty  will 
respond  better  to  leadership,  work  harder,  and  have 
a  more  thorough  understanding  of  its  specific  jobs  and 
of  the  objectives  of  the  school  as  a  whole  if  it  be  given 
its  due  share  in  the  making  of  decisions  concerned  with 
the  operation  of  the  school.  On  all  matters  of  basic 
policy  concerning  the  curriculum  of  the  school,  the 
management  of  pupil  behavior,  and  the  measurement  of 
our  efforts,  the  faculty  has  held  the  final  decision 
through  its  voting  privileges. 

In  this  time  of  crisis  which  confronts  our  nation  and 
in  our  monumental  efforts  which  we  are  making  in  the 
cause  of  national  defense,  it  behooves  us  to  remember 
that  we  are  concerned  with  the  defense  of  our  demo- 
cratic American  way  of  living.  I  therefore  maintain 
that  the  single  most  important  aspect  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  school  is  the  encouragement  and  develop- 
ment of  habits  and  attitudes  which  are  inherent  in  the 
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democratic  process.  And  to  that  end,  I,  as  principal, 
have  consciously  striven  to  provide  opportunities  for 
pupil  and  faculty  participation  in  the  management  of 
the  school.  You  are  keenly  aware  of  this  primary  func- 
tion of  the  school  and  for  this  I  offer  thanks. 

The  democratic  approach  to  the  management  of  a 
school  many  mean  that  problems  have  to  be  worked  out 
slowly,  but  in  the  long  run  they  will  be  solved  more 
satisfactorily  and  on  the  bedrock  of  firmly  held  con- 
victions rather  than  on  the  shifting  sands  of  tempora- 
rily enforced  requirements  or  of  lightly  held  enthusi- 
asms. Faculty  meetings,  individual  teacher-principal 
conferences,  faculty  committees,  student  council,  and 
home-room  discussions  are  the  chief  instruments  used. 
I  do  not  claim  perfection  in  our  approach  or  achieve- 
ment, nor  will  I  be  brash  enough  to  offer  an  over-all 
evaluation  of  our  efforts — that  is  for  you,  the  committee 
and  townspeople  to  judge. 

A  PROGRAM  OF  EVALUATION 

The  faculty  has,  however,  launched  upon  the  broad 
and  complicated  assignment  of  evaluating  the  work  of 
the  school.  We  are  doing  this  chiefly  for  two  reasons. 
First,  we  are  interested,  very  naturally,  in  how  well  we 
are  doing  the  job  for  which  we  are  paid.  Secondly,  we 
want  to  find  out,  if  we  can,  how  we  may  improve  our 
efforts  for  the  betterment  of  the  pupils  who  are  now  in 
high  school  and  for  those  pupils  of  the  future.  Since 
space  does  not  allow  a  complete  description  of  our  ef- 
forts, permit  me  to  dwell  briefly  upon  what  we  are 
trying  to  do  in  the  direction  of  evaluating  one  very  im- 
portant objective  of  the  high  school, — namely  that  of 
attempting  to  ensure  better  occupational  adjustment  on 
the  part  of  our  youth  once  they  have  left  the  high  school. 
We  are  launching  a  follow-up  program  which  consists 
of  mailed  questionnaires  sent  out  every  year  to  youth 
at  periods  of  1,  3,  and  5  years  out  of  high  school.  In  ad- 
dition we  plan  to  hold  personal  interviews  with  rep- 
resentative samples  of  these  youth  and  with  their  em- 
ployers. From  the  data  thus  gathered  and  carefully 
analyzed  we  hope  to  be  able  to  judge  how  well  we  are 
preparing  youth  for  the  world  of  work  and  to  draw 
inferences  for  possible  modifications  of  the  school  pro- 
gram, if  such  changes  seem  desirable.  We  hope  also  by 
the  use  of  this  follow-up  plan  to  be  of  occasional  service 
fo  some  of  the  youth  now  out  of  school.  Occasionally 
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the  high  school  office  receives  calls  from  employers  to 
fill  particular  jobs.  Our  follow-up  scheme  enables  us 
to  know  which  out-of -school  youth  need  jobs  and  what 
they  are  best  suited  for. 

WHAT  HAPPENS  TO  OUR  GRADUATES  AND 
WITHDRAWALS 

Since  our  follow-up  program  has  just  been  started  at 
the  time  of  writing,  I  am  unable  to  provide  as  many 
details  as  I  should  like.  But  eventually  the  complete 
facts  will  be  on  file  in  the  high  school  office  for  pur- 
poses of  analysis  and  possible  conclusions.  On  the  basis 
of  incomplete  returns,  it  may  be  of  general  interest  to 
know  that  of  40  of  last  year's  graduates  and  dropouts 
for  whom  we  have  information  to  date,  eleven  are  em- 
ployed full-time,  one  part-time,  two  are  unemployed 
and  seeking  work,  one  is  unemployed  and  not  seeking 
work,  twenty-two  are  going  to  school  either  full-time 
or  as  their  present  major  activity,  and  three  are  en- 
gaged in  miscellaneous  activities.  This  would  indicate 
a  much  higher  percentage  of  employment  than  has 
been  reported  for  the  past  few  years.  Of  the  twenty- 
two  going  to  school  full-time  only  seven  are  in  liberal 
arts  or  technical  colleges  demanding  the  traditional 
academic  preparation  for  entrance  requirements.  Of 
the  remaining  fifteen,  two  are  in  college  preparatory 
academies.  These  are  the  complete  returns  for  schools 
of  this  kind.  That  is,  only  nine  out  of  our  last  year's 
graduating  class  of  seventy-eight  are  directly  using  their 
strictly  academic  college  preparatory  work.  Of  the  re- 
maining thirteen  full-time  students  at  other  institutions 
six  are  attending  business  schools,  two  are  attending 
hospital  schools  of  nursing,  and  the  remaining  five  are 
in  schools  of  cooking,  aircraft,  etc.  Undoubtedly  many 
of  those  who  continued  with  school  beyond  the  high 
school  would  have  gone  to  work  if  jobs  had  been 
available  or  if  the  high  school  could  have  provided 
them  with  the  training  which  they  sought  elsewhere. 
It  is  safe  to  say  that  some  of  those  now  attending  some 
of  the  Business  Schools  are  simply  taking  work  which 
the  high  school  already  offers.  This  implies  the  need 
for  greater  guidance  and  placement  efforts. 

We  are  not  only  interested  in  those  youth  who  have 
left  school  and  did  not  continue  with  any  further  formal 
schooling  but  we  are  also  interested  in  the  needs  and 
interests  of  those  who  go  further.  Reports  from  the 
schools  and  colleges  to  which  our  youth  go  after  leav- 
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ing  Abington  High  show  that  on  the  whole  they  are 
very  successful.  We  do  not  intend  to  lose  sight  of  the 
immensely  important  task  of  adequately  preparing  the 
minority  who  go  on  to  further  schooling.  Our  standard- 
ized testing  program  has  shown  a  slow  but  steady  im- 
provement in  the  average  achievement  of  our  college 
preparatory  pupils  over  the  last  few  years.  The  results 
are  on  file  in  the  school  office  for  examination. 

SOME  NEEDED  SUPPLIES  AND  EQUIPMENT 

In  fulfilling  our  complete  function  as  a  high  school 
we  need  equipment  and  materials  for  the  support  of 
three  departments  in  particular.  Much  added  supplies 
and  equipment  are  needed  for  the  general  shop  if  it  is 
to  achieve  its  objective.  A  well  equipped  and  supplied 
general  shop  is  a  sorely  needed  part  of  the  modern 
high  school.  The  school  library  needs  additional  books, 
equipment,  and  supplies  if  it,  too,  is  to  properly  fulfill 
its  much  needed  function.  The  science  department,  in 
particular  the  field  of  biology,  needs  much  in  the  way 
of  supplies  and  equipment.  The  detailed  specifications 
for  the  needs  of  these  departments  have  been  presented. 
I  know  that  you  have  a  sympathetic  awareness  of  their 
needs. 

SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  THE  PRESENT  ENROLLMENT 
AND  THEIR  IMPLICATIONS 

I  have  presented  the  data  on  age-grade  enrollment 
to  you  which  you  have  incorporated  in  Table  on 
page  79.  The  age-grade  enrollment  has  not  changed 
appreciably  in  the  past  several  years.  I  should  like 
again  to  point  out  the  overlapping  of  age  levels  in  the 
various  grades.  This  argues  for  a  flexibility  in  the  pro- 
gram to  meet  the  needs  of  the  different  age  groups  in 
each  of  the  grades.  The  program  cannot  be  rigidly 
based  upon  a  grade  classification  alone.  With  pupils 
ranging  from  thirteen  to  nineteen  years  of  age  we 
have  presented  in  the  high  school  all  the  problems 
arising  from  the  range  of  early  to  late  adolescence. 
Standards  of  conduct  must  be  insisted  upon  which  are 
not  too  rigid  and  childish  for  the  eighteen  and  nineteen 
year  old  pupils  and  which,  at  the  same  time,  must  not 
result  in  looseness  of  behavior  for  younger  thirteen  and 
fourteen  year  olds.  A  specific  example  is  the  problem 
of  school  dances.  How  late  should  they  be  run?  On 
the  one  hand  parents  of  the  younger  children  want 
them  home  early,  while  parents  of  the  older  children 
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are  not  so  insistent  upon  early  arrival  at  home  from 
the  dance.  The  parents  will  have  to  determine  when 
they  want  their  respective  children  to  leave  the  dances 
and  to  go  home. 

In  Table  I  is  presented  a  distribution  of  the  pupils  by 
their  present  curricular  enrollment.  Follow-up  figures 
show  that  our  present  college  and  commercial  curri- 
culums  are  overloaded.  This  implies  again  a  need  for 
more  intense  guidance  efforts.  We  are  trying  to  pro- 
vide such  services  through  the  establishment  of  grade 
counselors,  as  you  are  aware.  But  these  counselors  are 
also  full-time  teachers.  If  they  are  to  do  their  jobs  prop- 
erly their  loads  must  be  lightened  to  permit  them  to 
have  at  least  one  full  period  per  day  for  counseling. 
But  even  if  this  is  made  possible  there  still  remains  the 
problem  of  making  the  civic  curriculum  sufficiently 
worthwhile  and  comprehensive  enough  in  its  offerings 
to  enable  realistic  counseling.  Our  industrial  arts  and 
home  economics  department  must  be  strengthened  if 
we  are  to  serve  all  of  our  high  school  youth. 

Table  II  presents  a  distribution  of  subject  failures, 
and  Table  III  a  distribution  of  pupils  by  subjects  taken. 
Table  IV  presents  a  distribution  of  failures  by  depart- 
ments. The  higher  percentages  of  failures  in  the  mathe- 
matics and  language  fields  indicates  again  that  too  many 
pupils  are  in  the  college  preparatory  fields  who  ought 
not  to  be  there.   Here  again,  guidance  is  needed. 

LOOKING  TO  THE  FUTURE 

We  are  attempting  to  build  a  high  school  which  will 
meet  the  needs  and  interests  of  all  pupils  of  secondary- 
school  age  in  Abington.  Because  of  limitations  to  the 
financial  support  which  the  town  can  give  education  we 
cannot  ever  do  the  job  entirely  at  Abington  High.  Some 
of  our  pupils  may  have  to  go  to  nearby  vocational  high 
schools.  But  we  can  do  more  for  our  boys  and  girls 
than  we  are  doing  now.  The  task  is  difficult  and  the 
accomplishment  of  sound  educational  objectives  will 
take  time,  but  the  faculty  members  are  ever  ready  and 
willing  to  do  their  share  within  the  limits  of  their  ener- 
gies. May  I  repeat  that  we  are  fortunate  in  having  a 
Superintendent  who  is  aware  of  our  needs. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation,  also  to  the 
Committee  for  their  unselfishly  given  time  and  effort  on 
our  behalf.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 


Dr.  Derwood  A.  Newman 
Superintendent  of  Schools 
Abington,  Mass. 

My  dear  Dr.  Newman : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report : 

From  the  very  beginning  of  the  child's  career  we 

strive  to  arouse  and  develop  the  feeling  for  music  which 
almost  everyone  possesses  in  some  degree.  We  teach 
the  pupils  songs  which  combine  poetic  verse  and  tune- 
ful melodies.  We  point  out  to  the  pupils  the  variety  of 
moods  which  music  can  express,  and  correlate  them 
with  the  pupil's  daily  life  and  activities. 

Our  fundamental  purpose  is  always  the  production 
of  a  beautiful  singing  tone  and  we  devote  as  much  time 
to  achieve  this  aim  as  the  schedule  permits.  Thus,  while 
the  children  are  learning  how  to  use  their  voices  and  are 
acquiring  a  repertoire  of  new  songs,  they  are  unconsci- 
ously absorbing  some  of  the  essential  characteristics 
of  music  which  will  eventually  result  in  real  music  ap- 
preciation. 

We  have  now  put  in  a  new  series  of  music  books  en- 
titled "The  World  of  Music"  in  grades  I  to  VIII  in- 
clusive. These  books  have  a  complete  and  excellent 
collection  of  folk  songs.  Through  the  folk  song  and 
classic  masters  of  a  country  the  pupils  readily  feel  the 
distinctive  characteristics  of  the  people.  Thus  we  point 
out  diverse  cultural  differences  with  great  vividness. 
The  grade  teacher  makes  effective  use  of  music  to  clar- 
ify and  vitalize  the  social  studies  of  the  class  by  inter- 
spersing vocal  and  instrumental  music.  As  illustration: 
art  study  is  advanced  by  using  copies  of  the  master- 
pieces contained  in  our  music  books.  In  order  to  com- 
plete the  correlation  of  Music  Appreciation,  I  would  sug- 
gest the  purchase  of  phonographic  records  suitable  for 
the  various  grades. 
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The  allotment  of  time  for  the  High  School  Girl's  Glee 
Club  is  at  present  inadequate.  I  recommend  lengthen- 
ing this  period  and  in  addition,  devoting  a  full  period 
to  Voice  Culture.  These  recommendations  are  in  step 
with  the  modern  trend  of  vocal  education. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  our  Superinten- 
dent, the  School  Committee,  Principals,  and  teachers 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  in  carrying  out  the  music 
program  of  the  Abington  schools.

Dear  Dr.  Newman: — 

The  complete  courses  of  study  were  given  to  the 
teachers  of  Grades  1-6  in  September.  These  courses 
of  study  consisted  of  two  one-half  hour  lessons  each 
week. 

Grades  1-6  are  visited  bi-weekly  by  the  Supervisor. 
In  Grades  7  and  8  there  is  one  57-minute  period  each 
week  taken  by  the  Supervisor.  In  Grades  9-12  those 
electing  Art  have  two  periods  each  week.  The  reduc- 
tion of  time  allotted  to  the  Supervisor  has  not  proved 
successful.  The  time  for  the  High  School  should  be 
restored  and  increased. 

I  should  like  to  recommend  the  following  time  sche- 
dule: 

Center  School  1  day  each  week 

North  School  iy2  days  each  week 

High  School  2%  days  each  week 

Much  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  design  in  all 
grades  during  the  past  four  years  and  the  results  are 
now  beginning  to  show.  In  each  of  the  grades  the 
Christmas  project  was  an  application  of  some  type  of 
design  and  many  beautiful  and  unusual  Christmas 
presents  were  created. 

Art  is  an  expression  of  ideas,  moods,  and  emotions 
and  therefore  the  importance  of  creative  work  is  stres- 
sed. A  series  of  lessons  in  Representation  has  been  in- 
troduced in  the  lower  grades  and  carried  through  the 
upper  grades  to  encourage  free  creative  expression. 
The  children  illustrate  only  familiar  subjects  and  situa- 
tions, such  as:  "What  Sport  I  Like  Best,"  "A  Fire- 
drill,"  "Vacation  Activity,"  and  illustrations  of  history 
and  geography. 
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A  number  of  years  ago,  a  series  of  Picture  Study  les- 
sons were  purchased  for  the  elementary  schools.  Most 
of  these  pictures  are  still  being  used  for  picture  inter- 
pretation and  Art  Appreciation.  However,  many  of 
these  pictures  need  to  be  replaced.  As  a  result  of  the 
lessons  in  design  and  representation,  a  keener  apprecia- 
tion of  Art  and  Nature  should  be  evidenced. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  you,  Dr.  Newman,  the 
principals  and  teachers  for  the  fine  cooperation  during 
the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN  AND  THE 
SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Sir: 

We  submit  our  annual  report. 

The  school  health  program  includes  all  activities  ar- 
ranged by  the  school  for  the  protection  of  the  child 
and  maintenance  of  good  living  and  learning  condi- 
tions. It  also  includes  activities  arranged  by  the  school 
which  result  in  desirable  habits,  attitudes  and  behavior 
pertaining  to  wholesome  biological  and  socialogical  liv- 
ing as  an  individual  and  as  a  member  of  society. 

HEALTH  EXAMINATIONS 

Pre-schoolers,  grades  3,  7,  9  and  11  were  examined 
by  the  school  physician  plus  "follow-ups"  of  the  previ- 
ous year  and  any  special  recommendations  made  by 
the  teachers  or  nurse.  We  have  found  it  more  bene- 
ficial to  make  examinations  in  this  group  rather  than 
examine  a  larger  number  superficially.  Diagnosis  is 
not  made.  The  examination  is  thorough  enough  to  re- 
veal significant  abnormalities  on  account  of  which  the 
child  should  be  referred  to  the  family  physician  or  the 
diagnostic  clinic  for  more  thorough  examination.

Written  form  notices  of  defects  found  were  sent  to 
the  parents.  Conferences  were  held  in  school  with  teach- 
ers and  at  home  with  parents  explaining  the  nature 
of  the  defect  and  securing  a  history  of  growth,  develop- 
ment, illnesses  and  habits  of  eating  and  sleeping. 
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Health  problems  involving  other  members  of  the  family 
such  as  preventive  treatment  for  pre-school  children, 
adequacy  of  the  family  dietary  and  the  importance  of 
dental  attention  may  also  be  discussed  at  this  time. 
Pupils  were  referred  to  their  family  physicians  or  when 
necessary,  clinical  arrangements  were  made.  A  number 
of  parents  have  called  at  the  nurse's  clinic  at  school  to 
discuss  various  health  problems.  We  are  very  glad 
to  meet  them  and  hope  that  the  number  will  continue 
to  increase.

CLASSROOM  WORK 

Emphasis  in  all  public  health  has  changed  from  the 
negative  aspect  of  correction  of  defects  to  the  positive 
aspect  of  health  promotion  through  health  education. 
The  health  program  is  one  with  the  educational  pro- 
gram, not  a  service  set  apart  from  education.  The 
classroom  teacher,  physical  director,  dental  hygienist 
and  nurse  all  have  a  definite  contribution  to  a  program 
of  health  instruction. 

Grades  one  through  four  are  weighed  and  measured 
three  times  a  year.  Grades  five  through  eight  are  using 
the  graph  type  weight  card  which  shows  individual 
growth  records.  They  are  weighed  every  two  months. 
Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  number  of  pounds  gained 
or  lost  rather  than  reaching  a  set  standard.  Figures 
are  quoted  that  perhaps  25  to  40%  of  chiMren  are  rated 
as  poorly  nourished,  when  what  is  really  the  case  is 
that  they  have  failed  to  come  up  to  the  arbitrary  stan- 
dard set.  As  yet  there  is  not  judgment  on  nutritional 
status  better  than  that  of  a  physician,  and  no  standard 
for  the  use  of  the  nurse  better  than  growth. 

Classroom  inspections  are  made  monthly  by  the  nurse 
and  informal  daily  inspections  are  made  by  the  teachers. 
The  classroom  teachers  with  the  nurse,  test  the  eyes 
and  ears  of  all  the  students.

EMERGENCIES 

Our  school  aims  to  provide  an  environment  which 
shall  be  safe  from  accidents  and  also  immediate  and 
adequate  emergency  care  when  accidents  occur.  The 
function  of  the  school  is  first  aid  only  and  not  treat- 
ment. In  an  emergency  needing  the  attention  of  a 
physician,  attempt  is  made  to  reach  the  family  that  it 
may  select  its  own  physician  and  assume  further  re- 
sponsibility for  the  care  of  the  child.

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES 

In  March,  Dr.  Steinecke  of  the  state  traveling  clinic 
examined  20  people  who  were  retarded  or  presented 
problems.  Recommendations  were  made  and  sent  to 
the  school.   Special  work  was  planned  for  these  people. 

Registration  of  pre-school  children  to  enter  school  in 
September  was  held  in  April.  These  people  had  to  be 
five  years  old  by  the  first  of  March.

The  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  May.  The  examin- 
ations were  made  by  the  school  physician  with  parents 
present.    Recommendations  were  made  by  the  physi- 

cian. 

Clinical  arrangements  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and 
adenoids  and  the  correction  of  eye  defects  were  made 
by  the  nurse.   Nine  children  had  their  tonsils  removed 
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through  the  efforts  of  family  physicians  and  parents, 
five  through  proceeds  from  the  Maud  Scott  Clinic  Fund, 
three  through  the  Abington  Chapter  of  the  American 
Red  Cross,  one  through  the  Kiwanis  Club  of  Rockland, 
and  one  through  the  Child  Study  Group.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  these  organizations  for  enabling  us  to  render 
this  important  service. 

Five  eye  corrections  were  made  possible  through  the 
Abington  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross,  and 
eight  corrections  were  made  through  the  efforts  of  par- 
ents and  family  physicians.  We  wish  to  express  our 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Red  Cross  not  only  for  this  service 
but  for  the  many  services  rendered  to  our  boys  and 
girls  during  the  year. 

In  June  26  girls  of  grade  8  in  the  North  School  were 
awarded  Red  Cross  certificates  in  Home  Hygiene  and 
Care  of  the  Sick. 

There  are  two  Milk  Funds,  one  sponsored  by  the 
Women's  Club  and  one  by  the  Red  Cross.  The  Child 
Study  Group  also  supplies  three  people  in  each  school 
with  milk  for  the  entire  year.  At  the  present  time  fifty 
underprivileged  children  receive  free  milk  at  recess. 
We  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town  for  their  gen- 
erous support  of  the  Milk  Funds. 

In  December  pupils  of  grades  five  and  ten  plus  old 
hearing  defects  and  new  suspects  were  tested  by  the 
audiometer  which  was  obtained  from  the  Plymouth 
County  Health  Association  of  Brockton.

A  series  of  Dental  Talks  have  been  given  each  room 
twice  a  month.  Pupils'  teeth  have  also  been  inspected 
at  this  time  for  brushing  with  marks  recorded  and  aver- 
age put  on  report  cards  twice  during  the  year. 

This  year  there  has  been  quite  a  little  competition 
among  class  rooms  and  buildings  for  bringing  in  Dental 
Certificates.  A  goal  was  set  for  100  for  each  of  the 
three  schools.  For  the  school  year  (Sept.  1939-June 
1940)  319  were  brought  in.  High  School  43— Center 
126 — North  150.  As  a  surprise  award  a  moving  picture 
was  shown  to  these  pupils. 

A  considerable  amount  of  Dental  work  has  been  done 
for  the  pupils  in  the  first  three  grades,  and  also  a  few 
in  the  fourth.  Pupils  in  the  upper  grades  and  high 
school  are  also  in  great  need  of  Dental  Work.  I  hope 
in  the  near  future  some  provision  will  be  made  for 
them.  ) 

A  second  dental  examination  was  made  in  March  to 
check  up  on  pupils  in  the  grades,  who  had  received  no 
dental  attention.  Notices  were  sent  to  these  parents. 
This  Fall's  examination  shows  17%  of  the  pupils  hav- 
ing perfect  teeth,  a  two  per  cent  increase  over  last 
year. 

Work  in  the  High  School  has  been  continued  this 
year.  The  results  of  last  year's  work  has  been  most 
gratifying.  Many  pupils  have  had  dental  work  done 
but  neglect  to  bring  in  a  Dental  Certificate,  therefore 
no  statistics  can  be  made.  The  problem  of  dental  work 
is  obviously  an  important  one  in  connection  with  nat- 
ional conscription  as  statistics  show  in  current  national 
reports.   As  our  attention  turns  more  and  more  to  our 
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national  problems,  school  clinic  work  in  dentistry  be- 
comes more  and  more  a  vital  part  of  the  school  pro- 
gram. 

The  success  of  the  Dental  Clinic  depends  upon  the 
cooperation  of  all  those  deeply  concerned  in  the  general 
welfare  of  the  pupils.  In  conclusion  we  wish  to  thank 
the  Superintendent,  Principals,  Teachers,  and  School 
Nurse  for  their  help  to  the  Dental  Clinic.

EDUCATION

Dear  Dr.  Newman: 

Following  is  a  report  of  activities,  changes,  accom- 
plishments, and  data  concerning  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education. 

The  program  in  the  high  school  was  changed  radi- 
cally during  the  last  year.  Instead  of  each  boy  taking 
physical  education  once  a  week,  it  was  changed  to  twice 
a  week!  This  is  a  great  advancement,  one  that  I  hope 
merits  the  approval  of  all.  The  gym  classes  are  now 
conducted  on  a  much  more  extensive  scale;  much  more 
time  is  given  to  individuals  rather  than  groups;  the 
program  is  greatly  diversified;  the  interest  of  the  pupils 
is  keener. 

Following  is  an  ordinary  program  for  a  winter  day. 

1.  Putting  on  gym  clothes — 7  minutes 

2.  Corrective  exercises  and  posture 

3.  Class  divided  into  groups  of  fairly  equal  ability 
that  have  been  predetermined  by  the  Physical  Fit- 
ness Index  Test.  Game  activity  takes  place,  con- 
sisting of  basketball,  volley  ball,  tumbling  stunts, 
relay  games,  and  beat  ball.    (20  minutes) 

4.  The  above  activity  is  followed  by  showers  (no  ex- 
ceptions) (10-12  minutes) 

Also,  throughout  the  year,  various  tests  are  given: 
tests  in  football,  basketball,  volley  ball,  track,  soft  ball, 
physical  fitness,  and  motor  ability.  We  hope  these  tests 
give  the  pupil  a  greater  appreciation  and  a  greater  all 
around  development  in  the  various  sports.  We  cannot 
all  play  on  the  varsity  teams,  but  we  can  build  up  our 
health  and  gain  some  experience  and  recreation  in  the 
games  played  by  the  gym  classes.

Although  our  physical  education  program  has  grown, 
we  should  not  be  content.  There  are  changes  to  be 
made  to  meet  the  increased  demand  for  perfection  from 
our  pupils.  Three  days  a  week  of  physical  education 
is  not  too  much.  Special  body  mechanics  classes  to 
correct  defects  must  be  instituted.  Dr.  Kelly,  in  exam- 
ining the  boys  and  girls  of  our  high  school,  found  many 
orthopedic  cases.  In  giving  the  pedograph  test  this 
past  fall,  I  found  a  few  cases  of  flat  feet.  Exercises  are 
being  given  to  correct  them.  But  still,  more  time  is 
needed  for  this  work.  To  continue  our  Physical  Ef- 
ficiency Tests  one  machine  is  needed — the  back  and  leg 
dynamometer.  Our  department  has  the  rest  of  the  ap- 
paratus, thanks  to  a  gift  from  the  Abington  Women's 
Club  last  February,  1940.  I  hereby  publicly  thank  them 
for  their  greatly  appreciated  gift. 

The  work  in  the  grade  schools  has  followed  a  similar 
pattern  of  last  year.  The  after  school  intra-mural  ac- 
tivity is  again  in  charge  of  Mr.  Dennis,  Mr.  Campbell, 
and  Mr.  Ahearne.  Football,  soft  ball,  baseball,  basket- 
ball, and  track  are  the  activities  enjoyed  under  their 
direction. 

During  the  week  I  have  a  class  with  each  grade  from 
the  second  through  the  eighth  in  both  grade  schools. 
The  second,  third,  and  fourth  grades  are  of  fifteen  min- 
utes duration,  during  which  time  new  exercises  in  rhy- 
thym  and  posture  work  are  given.  These  exercises 
are  then  closely  followed  by  the  teacher  in  her  class- 
room during  the  week,  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh,  and 
eighth  grades  have  a  full  period  of  thirty  to  thirty-five 
minutes  in  the  gym  each  week,  alternating  boys  and 
girls. 

The  following  activities  make  up  my  program — bas- 
ketball fundamentals,  folk  dances,  various  quadrille 
dances,  newcomb,  marching,  relays,  and  posture  work; 
for  boys — basketball  fundamentals,  relays,  marching, 
rhythmic  drills,  stick  drills,  and  posture  work. 

Suggestions  for  the  grade  schools  follow  lines  similar 
to  the  high  school.  In  addition  to  exercises  given  in  the 
classrooms  by  the  teacher  for  ten  minutes  every  day, 
I  suggest  two  full  periods  of  activity  in  the  gym  each 
week.  Ninety  minutes  of  physical  education  each  week 
would,  in  my  opinion,  produce  very  satisfactory  re- 
sults. 
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In  conclusion,  may  we  continue  to  strengthen  all  of 
the  departments  of  the  Abington  schools.  The  physical 
education  department  is  grateful  for  the  cooperation 
shown  by  the  Superintendent,  Principals  and  Teachers.

My  dear  Dr.  Newman: 

Please  find  below  a  report  of  the  Industrial  Arts  De- 
partment for  the  year  1940: 

For  the  first  time  in  some  years  we  are  offering  courses 
in  woodworking  to  the  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  as  well  as  to  the  pupils  of  the  senior  high  school. 
These  courses  have  been  well  received  and  participated 
in  by  the  pupils  of  these  two  age-grade  levels.  Many 
interesting  and  useful  projects  have  already  been  com- 
pleted and  certain  students  who  have  shown  consider- 
able ability  are  already  planning  and  constructing  proj- 
ects of  a  more  advanced  nature  leading  into  the  work  of 
our  high  school  industrial  arts  studies.  Mr.  Lawrence 
Campbell  and  Mr.  Robert  Dennis  of  North  and  Center 
Schools  respectively  are  in  charge. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  166  boys  receiving  in- 
structions in  industrial  arts  work  in  Abington.  These 
boys  have  completed  a  variety  of  woodworking  projects 
such  as  footstools,  taborets,  book  cases,  whiskbroom 
holders,  tie  racks  and  step  ladders.  All  of  these  projects 
have  been  designed,  drawn  and  constructed  by  the  boys 
themselves  and  a  good  deal  of  interest  and  effort  has 
been  shown  in  the  work. 

The  following  are  the  commonly  accepted  objectives 
of  industrial  arts  education  as  presented  by  the  policies 
board  of  Epsilon  Pi  Tau,  the  National  Honorary  Fra- 
ternity in  Industrial  Arts.

1.  Industrial  Arts  is  that  phase  of  general  education 
which  seeks  to  guide  and  develop  the  inherent  desire 
to  construct  things  with  tools  and  materials. 

2.  Industrial  Arts  seeks  to  provide  various  explora- 
tory experience  in  activities  which  use  the  methods  and 
materials  of  industry. 

3.  Industrial  Arts  strives  to  encourage  the  develop- 
ment of  some  fundamental  handy-man  abilities  in  order 
to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  individual  in  his  home 
life  and  in  the  life  of  the  community  and  nation. 

4.  Industrial  Arts  training  seeks  to  provide  each 
pupil  with  some  sound  criteria  of  good  workmanship 
and  construction  in  the  selection  and  use  of  many  pres- 
ent day  industrial  products. 

The  Industrial  Arts  Department  is,  at  present,  sadly 
in  need  of  tools  and  other  basic  equipment.  There 
is  a  great  need  for  additional  hand  and  bench  tools 
for  wood  and  metalworking.  The  attainment  of  the 
above  objectives  would  be  much  more  possible  if  a 
reasonable  amount  of  the  following  plan  of  develop- 
ment could  be  accomplished  during  the  coming  year. 
The  purchase  of  small  quantities  of  tool  and  machine 
equipment  each  year  over  a  period  of  several  years 
would  be  sufficient  to  bring  our  shop  machinery  up  to 
par  with  that  of  most  neighboring  towns  of  equal  size 
in  the  state. 

The  mere  fact  that  many  of  our  boys  enter  upon  some 
form  of  industrial  trade  activity  after  graduation  would 
seem  sufficient  reason  for  offering  a  wider  scope  of  in- 
dustrial arts  training.  I  feel  that  if  the  following  plan  of 
development  could  be  followed  for  a  while  that  the 
benefits  to  our  pupils  would  be  well  worth  the  invest- 
ment. 

The  essence  of  the  plan  would  be  to  purchase  needed 
equipment  for  the  shop  a  little  at  a  time  with  the  idea 
of  developing  our  woodworking  department  to  a  point 
where  it  can  offer  most  of  the  basic  experiences  neces- 
sary in  a  well  rounded  try-out  course.  Many  boys 
find  out  that  they  have  ability  along  that  line  and  ulti- 
mately enter  the  woodworking  trades.  This  department 
of  our  shop  needs  some  hand  tools  such  as;  bit  braces, 
small  diameter  drills,  10"  screwdrivers,  assorted  files 
and  rasps,  keyhole  saws,  back  saws,  try  squares,  small 
framing  squares,  marking  guages  and  expansive  bits. 
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The  metal  working  activity  which  has  proved  both  in- 
teresting and  practical  needs  a  smaller  amount  of  basic 
hand  equipment  as  well.  Many  boys  who  do  not  do  well 
in  woodworking  find  that  they  are  quite  capable  of  do- 
ing good  work  in  metal.  Concerned  with  both  wood  and 
metalworking  is  the  drafting  department  where  boys 
design,  plan  and  draw  their  own  projects.  This  type 
of  activity  is  preferred  by  other  boys  who  demonstrate 
their  ability  along  this  line.  These  two  other  depart- 
ments would  also  be  gradually  developed  along  the 
lines  of  the  plan  which  follow. 

The  following  are  my  recommendations  for  the  fu- 
ture development  of  the  shop  facilities  in  our  school 
system : 

First;  A  power  jointer  of  the  portable  type  is  badly 
needed  at  the  present  time.  This  is  an  essential  piece 
of  basic  equipment  for  all  woodworking  jobs  and  its 
purchase  will  allow  many  of  the  more  advanced  pupils 
to  do  work  of  a  more  technical  kind. 

Second;  Purchase  of  the  above  mentioned  woodwork- 
ing hand  and  bench  tools  which  at  present  are  very 
few  in  number  or  missing  altogether. 

Third;  The  following  power  machines  should  be  pur- 
chased piece  by  piece  and  added  to  the  present  power 
equipment  of  the  shop.  If  one  or  two  such  machines 
could  be  obtained  each  year  over  a  period  of  several 
years  our  shop  machinery  would  be  such  that  many 
more  students  would  receive  the  advantages  of  machine- 
tool  operation  training  which  is  always  a  valuable  asset 
in  an}'  industrial  activity:  Band  saw,  wood  turning 
lathe,  machine  lathe,  electric  hand  drill,  power  jig  saw, 
planer,  drill  press,  metal  power  saw,  electric  hardening 
furnace  and  an  acetylene  welding  torch. 

Fourth;  Small  amounts  of  hand  and  bench  tools  which 
are  necessary  in  metalworking  and  drafting  should  be 
added  each  year  to  the  present  tool  kit  for  these  two 
departments.  Most  of  the  common  bench  equipment 
necessary  for  an  elementary  study  of  electricity  and 
plastics  will  be  found  within  the  scope  of  the  metal  and 
woodworking  tool  supplies  and  these  studies  can  be 
offered  to  pupils  who  show  an  aptitude  for  them  in 
preference  to  the  main  courses. 

The  above  plan  of  development  may  seem  to  be  quite 
extensive  but  if  a  small  portion  of  it  could  be  accomp- 
lished each  year  the  cost  would  not  exceed  $250.00  for

any  given  year.  This  would  represent  an  investment 
of  about  $1.75  per  pupil  during  the  developmental  years. 
The  educational  and  vocational  return  for  such  an  in- 
vestment will  well  repay  the  initial  cost  to  the  town  by 
providing  many  interesting  and  valuable  experiences 
of  a  practical  nature  to  pupils  of  our  schools. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you,  Dr.  Newman,  as  well 
as  the  members  of  the  school  committee,  and  Mr.  Landy, 
for  your  splendid  cooperation  during  the  past  year.
